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MINUTES OF THE THIRTY-FIRST CONVENTION

EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN JOINT SYNOD 


OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


Pursuant to the call of the Hon President, the Evangelical 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States met about two 
months earlier than the regular time in the St. John’s congrega- 
tion, Rev. H. Wickemeyer pastor, at Richmond, Ind., on the 
7th of July, 1892, at 9 A. M. and continued in session to 
July 13th, 

After the synodical sermon by our worthy President, Prof. 


NM. Loy, D. D., Synod was formally opened by him in accordance 


with the prescribed order in our Liturgy. The roll call showed 
present 193 pastors, 31 teachers and 55 delegates. They are dis- 
tributed among the different Districts as follows:

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Amen. 


Bxloveb Bretaren.—The Lord God, who has created heaven and earth 
and who upholds all things by the Word of His power, who has redeemed us 
and who sanctifies us through His Word of Truth to the praise of His 
glorious name, has permitted us again to assemble ourselves as a Joint 
Synod to do His work and to honor His name. To Him be thanks for this 
mercy. May He, the merciful Savior, be in our midst and guide us, so that 
neither Satan nor our flesh may destroy the work unto which we bave been 
called, and that our words and deeds may be acceptable to Him and be pro- 
ductive of blessed results. God is our refuge and strength; He is mighty 
in us who are weak. . 

Ihe fact that we are permitted to hold our convention in the Richmond 
congregation is a further evidence of the sacrificing spirit of this congre- 
gation, which has at all times and on all occasions shown its zeal for the 
cause of the church. May the Lord richly reward them in spiritual things. 

Our convention has been called two months earlier than the time fixed 
by Synod. The reason for this change is known to all. In the providence 
of God our Woodville Seminary was destroyed by fire on the 16th of March. 
The authorities of that institution thought that the misfortune thus arising 
would best be remedied by erecting at once a new building on the same 
ground, and they decided to do so. This decision caused so large a number 
of petitions to be sent in, arguing that the Synod should be heard and 
consulted before the matter was definitely decided, that the President 
concluded that it was in the interest of the peace and prosperity of the 
institution to call a convention of the Synod as soon as possible. All the 
District Presidents agreed with me in this matter, and accordingly we are 
here now assembled in the name of the Lord Jesus. Since this is not an 
extraordinary but a regular meeting of Synod, only that the time has been 
changed, all the regular business of Synod will be brought up for con- 
sideration. I have no doubt that the Synod, taking into consideration the 
circumstances, will sanction this change. 

To the honor of our God and to the joy of all of us, I am able to re- 
port that during the past two years the work of our Synod has prospered 
in every direction. In all our districts energy and activity have been dis- 
played and everywhere zea! and fidelity have shown themselves, and the 
Lord has prospered the work of our hands. It is indeed true that during 
this time as has always been the case and as undoubtedly always will be 
the case, weaknesses and failings have appeared aad here and there a har- 
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monious co-operation has been endangered. The Lord, however, has al- 
ways been our help; His Word has proved victorious, and the unity of the 
spirit in the bonds of peace has been preserved among us. God has done 
for us above all we could ask or think according to the richness of His 


I regret that it has not been possible for me to attend the conventions 
of all our Districts, and accordingly it is not possible for me to report on 
all cases from personal observation. The arrangements made for represent- 
ing the Joint Synod at the District Synods are not in all respects the best 
and stand in need of improvement. It was indeed decided many years 
ago, that the President of the Joint *ynod should if at all possible attend 
the meetings of the various Districts every year, and this as also the annual 
visitation of the educational institutions is made his duty by the proposed 
bylaws of this body. However, these by-laws have not yet been adopted 
and the necessary arrangements for carrying out these regulations have not 
been sufficiently provided for. The present President often has not the 
time to do this, or his attention is occupied by other duties imposed upon 
him, and often the funds to pay the travelling expenses are not in the 
treasury. It is particularly difficult te carry out this idea now sioce the 
Synod has spread over so wide a territory and so many districts have been 

organised, the attendance at all of which would take much time and a 
great outlay of money. As matters now stand I had my serious doubts in 
many cases about attending some of the District Synod meetings, as our 
Synodical treasurer might thereby become embarrassed. On this point, 
however, I have no doubt: that the Joint Synod should be represented at 
all the District Synod meetings, and that too, as much as possible, by the 
President of the Joint Synod, in order to preserve unity and harmonious 
co-operation in the work of our body. I therefore take the liberty of urg- 
ing upon Synod that definite arrangements be made for this and that the 
meetings of the various Districts be set at such times that all can be visited 
and that double expenses and loss of time be avoided 


Naturally our institutions, the condition of which will be learned from 
the reports of the varions Boards, will engage our earnest consideration ; 
and that, too, not only because of their importance in themselves, as is 
usually the case, but also because at this meeting propositions will be pre- 
sented, having in view the removal to other localities of both our School 
Teachers Seminary and of the German Practical Seminary. The Lord ° 
grant that the evil foe may find no opportunity to injure our work by ex- 
citing or embittering our minds or by causing us to be actuated in our de- 
cision in the matter by any other motives than the glory of our God and 
the welfare of His church. Since in my estimation the prosperity of our 
educational institutions would be greatly advanced, if our preparatory de- 
partments would all be regarded also as training schools for our college and 
be arranged accordingly, it would be wise to take this into consideration 
also in selecting the sites, so that these sehools as much as possible would 
be favorably situated geographically. 
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From the Report of the General Treasurer it appears that we have not 
yet succeeded in securing the amount needed for our current expenses and 
that our debt has for this reason again increased to an alarming degree. 
The plan adopted some years ago of apportioning the sum needed for our 
institutions to the different congregations according to the proportion of 
fifty cents for each communicant member would, if the scheme could have 
been realized everywhere, have secured the necessary amount. However, 
the plan has not been carried out in many instances. Of course all our 
congregations are not equally wealthy, just as all the members are not 
equally blessed with worldly goods. It certainly is a mistake to understand 
the so-called fifty cent plan in such a manner that each communicant is to 
pay into the General Treasury the sum of fifty cents, not more and not less. 
This would run counter to the Scriptural teaching of work done in love. 
Many a one can more easily give five dollars than another can five cents. 
We cannot and are not to expect exactly the same amount from each mem- 
ber. But a certain fixed sum is necessary every year, and it is proper and 
right that each congregation know about what proportion of this amount 
would fall to its lot, so that it have a definite sum which it should endeavor 
to raise. So long as a large number of our congregations refuse to set such_ 
a sum and therefore never really try to secure it, while only a compara- 
tively small number of congregations raise more than their apportioament, 
the Synod will be constantly in need of funds and the debt will grow, and 
it will be necessary to consider the question most seriously no matter how 
disagreeable this may be. We have only the choice, either of curtailing 
the work which has been regarded os the Lord's will and our duty, and thus 
do less to meet the constantly increasing needs, in which connection, how- 
ever, we would have to think of the words Thou best been weighed in a 
balance and found wanting,” or we must pray and work more diligently, so 
that the means necessary to carry on the work may be secured, 


The resolutions of the last convention in reference to securing a pub- 
lication house of our own have in part been carried out. For the particulars 
I refer you to the report of the Board. Our Book Concern has prospered 
also in the past two years and the Lord has blessed also this branch of our 
work. In saying this I do not think chiefly of the financial gains which 
have come to us from this source and which are by no means to be under- 
estimated. I must confess that in this respect I often feel concerned lest 
that which is for us a secondary matter in this work should become the 
chief. It would be a misfortune if the thought gained the upperhand, that 
our Publication Concern had been established for the purpose of making 
money and was being conducted for the end of securing funds for our in- 
stitutions The necessary consequence of such an idea would be, that we 
would then of a necessity first look to the financial side in deciding upon 
the publication of a work instead of taking into consideration whether its 
inculcation would aid the cause of Jesus Christ in the church. Let us ad- 


_ here to the fixed purpose, that our Publication Concern has for its one aim 


the promulgation of the Gospel treasures, which the Lord has entrusted to 
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our dear Lutheran Church as to make them accessible to our people and 
thus aid the Church in accomplishing her ends. What calling or business 
the Church otherwise would have to engage in or carry on, is incompre- 
hensible to me. If in spreading such good literature the Church is able to 
secure some financial gains in order to help in carrying on the work in 
other branches, we should of course accept this with gratitude to God and 
use it conscientiously. Your attention must yet be called to the fact that 
Synod as such has no general trustees. It will be necessary, in order to 
secure in a legal manner the property that has been bought for our Con- 


_ cern, to make proper provisions for holding the title. This can best be 


done if the Publication Board were appointed as a Board of Trustees to 


whom the property could be made out in trust for Synod. Since according 


to the Act of Incorporation of our Synod the income of our body is limited 
to a certain sum which is much too small for our present condition, it will 
be advisable to take the necessary steps to have the Act amended by the 
Legislature in this respect, and possibly also in some others. 


Our mission work is constantly growing and the needs in this regard 
are also steadily increasing. The standpoint of other bodies bearing the 
Lutheran name is of such a kind either in doctrine or practice, or in both, 
that we cannot refer to them the brethren who appeal to us for the Word 
and Sacraments, even if they could be supplied much more easily by these ; 


at any rate, we cannot do this as long as the Lord enables us to bring to 


them the means of grace in their purity and gather them into congregations 
of the truly Lutheran type. If we are in earnest with our confession as 
the correct expression of the plan of salvation as revealed in the Word, 
then we can spare no sacrifice to utilize the mission opportunities which the 
Lord has prepared for us, He will not put our faith in His promises to 
shame. Experience has also come to the aid of our weakness and has dem- 
onstrated that if we put our trust in the Lord’s Word, then we can in good 
courage take up the work which He has assigned to us, and He will through 
our congregations provide the necessary means. The Synod will be able to 
convince itself from the report of our Treasurer that the more has been 


- undertaken to carry out the divine will in the name of the Lord, the greater 


were the contributions for this end. Our membership has become large 
and the Lord has blessed us abundantly both spiritually and temporally. 
And even if in this large membership there are many who do not find their 
joy in the glorification of His name by seeking the salvation of lost souls, 
but rather murmur because they so frequently have the opportunity to 
contribute toward this purpose, it would nevertheless be contrary to the 
law of love to ascribe such sentiments to our brethren in general, and it 
certainly would not be in accordance with faith to become discouraged on 
this account or to let the work lie as something that could not be done. But 
rather it is necessary here, as in all such cases, not to tire in instructing the 
Christian people and exhorting and encouraging them, and never to doubt 
the power of God's Word to do that whereunto it has been sent. For we 
Christians are His workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that we should walk in them.” Eph. 2, 10. 
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Let us then, in the name of Jesus and trusting to Him for His help 
and His blessing, proceed to our synodical work, believing and praying that 
He will enable us to do so successfully. It is not our calling to do our own 
will or to seek our own honor, but to serve the Lord, to bring souls to Him 
and to declare His honor. May His grace protect us from all selfishness 
and all human consideration in doing His holy work, so that all we do may 
be done in the name of Jesus and redound to His honor. May His face 
shine upon us In His light we see the light. Cling to the Word whith is 
certain. Watch ye; stand fast in the faith; quit you like men; be strong. 
Let all your things be done with charity. The grace of our Lord Jesus

The business of Synod was completed in 14 sessions: six in 
the morning from 8} to 114 o’clock; six in the afternoon from 2 
to 5 o'clock; and two in the evening. Rev. G. Loewenstein,

II—CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 


ACTION OF SYNOD UPON THE PROPOSED CHANGES. 


The changing of Joint Synod into a Delegate Synod was 
decided at the last meeting of Synod in the year 1890 (see 
minutes for 1890 page 100 ff). Since this resolution would neces- 
sitate a change of the constitution, only some preliminary steps 
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could be taken, and for want of time the whole matter was post- 
poned to this meeting for further action. The proposed changes, 
however, required a revision; it was also necessary to adopt 
some by-laws. The sub-committee instead of the unadopted re- 
port submitted the following 


CHANGES OF THE CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS, 


Instead of the amendments to the Constitution proposed at 
last meeting of Synod and still lying before us, your committee 
offers the following changes, and additions to chap. 4 of the 
Constitution: 


1. To § 1 the following addition: Uniting with Synod 
shall take place through the District Synods mentioned here- 
after. 

2. To§2 the following: The assembled Synod shall con- 
sist of delegates elected as follows: ome pastor and one lay- 
delegate for every 10 parishes belonging to Synod; one pastor 
for every 10 pastors whose congregations do belong to Synod, 
and one teacher for every 10 teachers belonging to Synod. 
Voting members are the representatives of these parishes belong- 
ing to Synod, viz, all pastors and lay-delegates who have been 
elected as such. Every District shall be entitled to at least two 
delegates. | 

Advisory members are other members of Synod present; 
further the following members are required to be present at every 
meeting of the Delegate Synod as advisory members: the Presi- 
dents of the District Synods, theological Professors, Dean and 
President of Capital University, the Director of the Teachers’ 
Seminary, the Housefather of the Orphans’ Home and the 
President of the different Boards of Synod. 


8. To § 8 the following: The Synod as such is divided into 
different District Synods, whose boundaries are defined and 
established by Synod and can be changed again when necessary. 
Voting members of the District Synods are such members of 
Synod as have united with Synod, viz: all pastors in office, 
Professors of our Institutions of learning, all pastors in the ser- 
vice of Synod and one lay-delegate for every parish belonging 
to Synod. Advisory members are all pastors of Synod not in 
office, as also all candidates for the ministry and teachers; fur- 
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ther all lay delegates who may be sent to Synod in addition to 
the regular voting lay-delegates. 

4. To§4 the following: Joint Synod shall assemble every 
two years as a Delegate Synod. The District Synods shall meet 
once a year, but at different times. In the Delegate Synod, as 
also in the District Synods, one-third (4) of the voting members 

t shall constitute a quorum. 

5. To 8 5 the following: The Delegate Synod, as also the 
District Synods, shall elect at every regular meeting from among 
the members by an absolute majority one President, one vice- 
president (Joint Synod two), one secretary (Jt. Synod one Ger. 
and one Eng. secretary) and one treasurer. 

Your Committee would also propose the following By-laws. 

§1. All delegates to Joint Synod shall be elected at the 
District Synods according to the prescribed order of the Consti- 
tution. 

§2. The traveling expenses shall be equally divided among 
all and be paid by those whom the respective delegates represent. 


83. In addition to the officers mentioned in chap.5§5 Joint 


Synod shall appoint the following: a) Directors for the Institu- 
tions—in accordance with their charters; 6) Mission Board; c) 
Publication Board; d) Editors for our periodicals; ¢) A com- 
mittee to examine all manuscripts before publication, f) Busi- 
ness Agent; g) one committee to supervise the Pastors’ and 
Teachers Widows and Orphans’ Fund; A) one historian. The 

faculties of our different Institutions of learning shall 1 
an examination committee. 

84. Rights and Duties of the W President. 

A. The General President shall have the oversight in mat- 
ters of doctrine and practice, viz., over the official acts of all 
officers of Joint Synod, over all District Presidents, over all the 
Institutions of Synod, for example, Seminary and College teach- 
ers, Agents, etc. He shall also in cases of necessity have the 
right to suspend any officer of Joint Synod. 

B. The General President, or a representative appointed 
by him, shall, if possible, be present at the meeting of District 
Synods and give advice and information, and report the same to 
Joint Synod, The traveling expenses for this purpose shall be 
defrayed out of the treasury of Joint Synod. | 

C. The General President shall visit our different Institu- 
tions of learning as a rule once in every two years. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The addition to Chapter IV, § 1 was adopted without debate. 
It reads now as follows: Those congregations and ministers of 
the Church who unite in this organization constitute the Synod. 
Uniting with Synod shall take place through the District Synods 
mentioned hereafter. 

§ 2 elicited a warm discussion, so that it became necessary to 
confine each member to two speeches on one point and not longer 
than two minutes at one time. With little exception each one 
was held to speak on the items of the paragraph in their order, 
This section was adopted in the following changed form: 


The assembled Synod shall consist of delegates (pastors, lay- 
delegates and teachers) elected on the basis of one for every 10. 
Every District sball be entitled to at least two delegates. Frac- 
tions of 10, and consisting of at least 5, shall be entitled to one 
delegate; fractions of 10, and consisting of less than 5, shall be 
apportioned to other groups of congregations. The manner of 
electing the delegates shall be determined by the By-laws. Vot- 
ing members are all pastors and lay-delegates who have been 
duly elected; teachers are only advisory members. Advisory 
members are further all other members of Synod present; the 
following mem bers are required to be present at every meeting 
of the Delegate Synod as advisory members: The Presidents of 


of the District Synods, the theological Professors, the Dean and 


the President of Capital University, the Director of the Teach- 
ers’ Seminary, the wardens of all eleemosynary Institutions and 
the Presidents of the different Boards of Synod. 


§ 2 was adopted by more than a three-fourth majority vote. 

The following addition was proposed to the altered §3: It 
is left to the Districts to entitle teachers to a vote. Since, how- 
ever, this paragraph refers only to District Synods and its accept- 
ance is not absolutely necessary at this meeting of Synod, it was 
laid on the table until the next meeting of Joint Synod. 

The altered § 4 was adopted by an almost unanimous vote 
and reads as follows: 

Joint Synod shall assemble every two years as a Delegate 
Synod. District Synods shall meet once a year, but at different 
times. In the Delegate Synod, as also in the District Synods, 
one-third (4) of the voting members shall constitute a quorum, 
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The altered § 5 was unanimously adopted and reads as  fol- 
lows: 


The Delegate Synod, as also the District Synods, shall elect 
at every regular meeting from among its members by.an absolute 
majority one President, one Vice-President (Joint Synod two), 
one secretary (Joint Synod, one German and one English Secre- 
tary), one treasurer. 


Of the proposed By-laws the first two were unanimously 
adopted and the other two were laid on the table. Those 
adopted, read: 


$1. All delegates to Joint Synod shall be elected at the 
District Synods according to the prescribed order of the cong 
tution. 


$2. The traveling expenses shall be equally divided among 
all and be paid by those whom the respective delegates represent. 


These altered paragraphs are now referred to the congrega- 
tions for approval or rejection. 


For information § 1, Chap. V. of the Constitution, treating 
of this matter, is here published in the minutes. 


“Changes or additions to the Constitution can be made only 
in the following manner: The motion to change or to add shall 
be made at a meeting of Joint Synod, and when three-fourths of 
the voting members vote for it, the Secretary of Synod is to 
publish the fact again in the church papers, in connection with 
the announcement of the next meeting of Synod, requesting all 
voting members to cast their votes either in person (the congre- 
gations through their accredited delegates) or in writing, in 
respect to such motion, at the next synodical convention. In 
case three-fourths of the votes, at this second meeting of Synod, 
are cast in favor of the motion, the President is to declare the 
same adopted.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE EV. LUTH. SEMINARY AT 
COLUMBUS, o. 


By order of the Board of the Ev. Luth. Seminary at Columbus, O., the 
undersigned herewith submits the following report to the Hon. Joint Synod 
of Ohio ete. 

By the help of God the work in our seminary has been continued since 
the time of your last meeting. Our cause has been blessed and prospered. 


Our worthy professors of the theol. faculty were enabled faithfully to 


attend to the work of their high and important calling. And the students, 


too, with but few exceptions, have been permitted, without interruptions, 


to pursue their studies. 

During the school year of 1890 to 1891 the number of pupils in the sem- 
inary was 39. At the close of said school year 14 of that number entered 
the office of the ministry. During the school year just passed the seminary 
was attended by 38 students and of these 10 were examined and recommen- 
ded for ordination. Thus, during the past two years, the goodly number of 
24 young men were sent out as laborers in the Lord’s vineyard. The Lord 
of the harvest be praised !

of the board in the place of Mr. H. J. Klingler, your board in its first meet- 
ing held in Dec. 1899 appointed Mr. C. Nagel to fill the vacancy up to the 
time of this meeting.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY 
AT COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dear Brernren:—The Board of Trustees of this Institution greet you 
with the good news that God has continued to favor this our institution of 
learning, with His fatherly, divine goodnessand mercy. For this we should 
heartily give honor, praise, and thanks unto Him, and ask Him to grant 
unto us the power aud wisdom of the Holy Ghost to do so. The Profes- 
sors and students have been blest with health and willing hearts to carry 
on their work. 

In accordance with the resolution of your honorable body this board 
called Dr. M. Loy to the chair of Dean of the Faculty and Prof. C. H. L. 
Schuette to that of President of the Institution, with an increase of $200 
each to their regular salary, making $1400 each per year. 

Dr. Loy did not accept, but for the good of the Institution consented to 
fill the position until this meeting of Synod, Prof. Schuette agreeing to 
attend to the work of discipline. 

Prof. Schuette accepted his call temporarily and at our last meeting sub- 
mitted his resignation. Both offices are therefore vacant, and your honor- 
able body will be obliged to take the matter in hand again. 

At the meeting of Sept. 6th 1890, Dr. M. Loy was granted a vacation of 
two months. At the same meeting a committee of 5 members of the board 
was appointed which, in connection with the Faculty, were to take preliminary 
steps towards the erection of the proposed building on University grounds. 
This Committee consisted of Messrs J. L. Trauger, J. H. Spielmann, C Nagel, 
and G. Hellerman. The following is the report of this Committee. 


REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMITTEE. 


At the meeting of Joint Synod in the year 1890 the Board of Directors 
of Capital University were instructed to erect a new building on the Col- 
lege premises at Columbus, Ohio. The Board appointed a Sub-Committee, 
consisting of four members of the Board, Messrs C. Nagel, G. Hellerman, 
J. L. Trauger, J. H. Spielman and the members of the Faculty of Capital 
University. More than two-thirds of the sum fixed by Synod, having been 
secured, this Sub-Committee, soon after the adjournment of Joint Synod, 
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commenced the work of erecting a new building. The work was completed 
in the fall of 1891. The dedication of the new building took place on 
Wednesday, Oct. 28th, 1891. 

The new building is two story and is well adapted to its purposes. On 
the first floor is a chapel 25x46 feet, and three recitation rooms, each 24x31 
feet. On the second floor are the library and labratory together with three 
recitation rooms. The library is 25x30 fl., the labratory is 154x25ft., 2 reci- 
tation rooms 31x24 ft. each and one recitation room 25}x24 ft. All the 
rooms are 134 ft. high. The tower is 90 feet. 

Although the Synod had appropriated $15,000 for the new building, the 
um total of the cost is only $13,260.61. Of this amount the treasurer of 
he Building Committee, Prof. Schuette, has received $11,320.78. If all sub- 

scriptions are paid in, there will be enough to cover the entire cost.

This building was occupied iu the beginning of the term early in Jan- 
uary of this year, and has thus far given general satisfaction. The recita- 
tion rooms in the old building, have since been used partly as rooms for 
students, and some for other purposes. At the last meeting of your Board 
the Faculty was instructed to have as many of the rooms in the old build- 
ing, formerly used as recitation rooms, fitted up for student's rooms, as may 
be necessary, by putting in studded petitions, and by making other neces- 
sary repairs. 

On account of the danger accompanying the use of stoves, by the 
students, it is recommended by the Board, that a plant for steam heating 
be placed in the old building, by which the whole building may be heated 
and stoves dispensed with, and thereby general safety and cleanliness 
secured. The students have unanimously resolved, that, in case steam 
heating be introduced, they will cheerfully pay $12, instead of $10 inciden- 
tals. The estimated cost of this improvement is 84500. 

For further particulars as to plats and specifications we refer you to 
the President of the Institution, Prof. Schuette. 

During the two years intervening this and the last meeting of Joint 
Synod seventeen young men have graduated from our College.

REPORT OF THE SUBCOMMITTEE ON THE TWO PRECEDING 
REPORTS, 


1, From the report of the board of directors of our Semi- 
nary and College at Columbus we see that the work of this 
institution is in a prosperous condition, for which we are unter 
an obligation of gratitude to the Lord of the Church. 
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2. Since Dr. Loy has up to date not accepted the office of 
Dean to which he was called, and Prof, Schuette has resigned as 
President of Capital University we move that Dr. Loy be again 
urgently requested to accept the position named and that Prof. 
Schuette’s resignation be not accepted. 

8. The erection of the new building has been completed 
and we congratulate the building committee on the fact that it 
was able to do so without even reaching the limit of the appro- 
priation for this purpose. 

4. Much as our present financial condition makes it neces- 
sary to practice economy in our expenses, yet for various reasons 
we recommend the introduction of steam heating in the old 
building. 

5. The report mentions the fact that the matter of mis- 
sionary lectures was referred to Christ Church, but it fails to state 
that such lectures are now being held. We would ask for in- 
formation on this subject. 

6. We move, that the vacancies in the Seminary Board be 
filled for two years. 

7. We recommend, that the two reports be printed in the 
minutes, 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The recommendation of the sub-committee in item 2 was 
sanctioned by a unanimous vote of Synod. 

Item 4 pertaining to steam heating of the old University 
building was next discussed. The Hon. President of Capital 
University, Prof. C. H. L. Schuette, was asked for reasons for 
such a change. The reasons stated were principally three, viz., 
cleanliness, safety and economy. It is next to impossible to keep 
a house in cleanly condition where coal is carried for 60 or more 
stoves. To students, Professors and others who may visit the 
Institution, such filth as will necessarily accumulate from the feet 
of students coming from coal-bins and from scattered coal, pre- 
sents certainly no pleasant sight. Further let us not forget the 
great danger our Institution is in with the present arrange- 
ments. It must be recognized as a special act of Divine Provi- 
dence that our building has not been destroyed by fire. Many 
of our students are poor and have small stoves, some in bad re- 
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pair, and are compelled to keep their stoves red-hot in order to 
be comfortable. For hours students are often not in their rooms 
and red-hot stoves are left to take care of themselves. For the 
convenience of steam heating, students have unanimously 
agreed to pay $12 per year instead of $10, which would amount 
to about $300 per year. If in addition to this we reckon the 
great saving in coal and kindling, it is confidently believed that 
a steam-apparatus would pay for itself in a few years. Though 
we may be compelled to borrow money now, yet in the long run 
it would certainly be a saving of money. Item 4 was adopted 
without opposition. 

Item 5 elicited a warm discussion and for a time all seemed 
to be at sea as to the import and meaning of the resolution of 
Synod passed two years ago. It was the opinion of some that 
this resolution was not carried out, since no special lectures had 
been held by the members of the theological faculty on mission 
topics before the students. It is certainly of the greatest im- 
portance, that our students should be imbued with a true mis- 
sionary spirit before they enter the active ministry. To this it 
was replied, that this matter had been discussed in the faculty, 
although no formal application had ever been made to the Christ 
Church. Yet itis the opinion of the theological: faculty, that 
with the present arrangements of our mission work in the City 
of Columbus, all requirements which the resolution called for 
had been complied with. It was certainly not the intention of 


said resolution to make the subject of missions a special branch 


in the curriculum at Columbus. It was stated that a mission 
society, called the City Mission Society, provides for lectures on 
mission topics once a month. In addition to this a joint mis- 
sionary service of the Congregations in Columbus is held every 
month, To this society many members of the Christ Church 
belong and its meetings are largely and regularly attended by 
our theological students. If the impression be created here that 
our students are not imbued with a proper missionary spirit, it 
is a sufficient refutation simply to refer to the activity of the 
younger brethren in the ministry in mission work and the rapid 
growth of our mission field. Synod finally resolved, that in the

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REPORT OF THE SEMINARY- BOARD AT WOODVILLE, o.

Reverend and dear Brethren: With gratitude toward God, whose mercy 
endureth forever, we submit to Synod the following report for the past two 


After the last meeting of Joint Synod the Board consisted of the fol- 
lowing members: Pastors Schuh, Dillman and Dornbirer, Teachers Bam- 
mann and Riedel, and Messrs. Bruns, Otten and Kalb. 

Out of this number it pleased the Lord in His unsearchable providence 
to call out of this life to Himself in glory Rev. J. Dornbirer. Proper reso- 
lations of condolence were adopted and entered on the minutes. Rev. 
Raether was elected to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. On account 
of his removal to St. Paul, Minn., Teacher Bammann handed in his resig- 
nation as a member of the Board and Teacher Oberschulte was elected in 
his stead. As these elections only hold good until the meeting of Joint 
Synod, the following vacancies will have to be filled at this meeting: Pas- 
tors Schuh and Raether, Teacher Oberschulte, and Messrs Bruns and Otten. 

In the stewardship of the Seminary there was a change in January 
1891. The former Matron having resigned, the Board appointed Mr. W. 
Riedel as housefather. Since February 1892 Teacher Fehr has bees acting 
as steward, under the direction of the Board. 

About the last of October 1890 Teacher C. F. Theiss entered upon his 
duties as Professor in the seminary and has been filling the position with 
diligence and success. His traveling expenses were refunded out of the 


A valuable piano was donated to the Seminary and accepted with 
gratitude toward the anonymous giver. 

We are glad to report our success in the securing of a training school 
for the Seminary, the congregation at Woodville offering us their school for 
this purpose. To this end they also passed a resolution to build an addition 
to their school house and introduce a class in English. Teacher Fehr has 
been appointed training teacher and acis in this capacity since February 
1892. Before that time this matter was in the hands of Director Mees. 
Thus a long-felt want has been met. 

Necessitated by a lack of room, the building of an addition to the Sem- 
inary was talked of during several meetings of the Board. It was resolved, 
however, not to build until the $6000 appropriated by Synod for this pur- 
pose had been fully secured, and Dir. Mees and Pastors Schuh and Hecht 
were appointed a committee to solicit funds for this purpose. 

There are now in the institution 43 students, divided as follows 


A, Preparatory department. 
First year, 9. Second year, 8. Third year, 11. 


B. Seminary. 
First year, 4. Second year, 11. 
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Of this number 8 receive beneficiary aid in part and 11 are full bene- 
ficiaries. During the year 1891 there were 8, and in 1892 there were 4 grad- 
uates, all of which are now laboring in congregational schools. 

On the 16th of March 1892 the Seminary building was burned to the 


ground, and a special meeting of the Board was called to take action toward 


rebuilding. All the members were present, and besides the faculty, Pastors 
Vollmar and Mohrhoff and Teacher Fehr. The meeting was opened by the 
chairman, in the church. 

Upon resolution, Dir. Mées gave a report of the sad calamity that had 
befallen the Seminary. This report has already appeared in our church 


Now the question was: what shall be done? Shall we at once rebuild 
on the old foundation, or wait till the meeting of Joint Synod? The ques- 
tion as to the right of the Board to act in this matter was canvassed. Dur- 
ing the deliberations on this question all the brethren present were granted 
a right to speak. The majority of the Board were of the opinion that we 
not only had the right to rebuild at once without special instructions from 
Synod, but that the interests of the Seminary demanded such a course. It 
was accordingly resolved to proceed at once to rebuild at Woodville. Rev. 
Schuh and Teacher Oberschulte had their names recorded against this reso- 
lution. 

With regard to the removal of the Seminary, propositions were offered 
by Rev. Vollmar, of Michigan City, Ind. There were also read a letter 
from Marysville, O., and one from Detroit, and a telegram from Ft Wayne. 
The secretary was authorized to answer these communications 

The following building committee was appointed: Dir. Mees, advisory 
member, Rev. Raether, and Messrs. Otten and Bruns. 


Other resolutions were passed as follows: That the new buildings shall 


not exceed $14,000, It shall be two stories. The Director's residence shall 
be a separate building, and of frame. The families of Dir. Mees and Mr. 
Riedel shall receive what they lost in the fire out of the abundant supplies 


sent in. The piano donated by Dir. Mees was gratefully received. 


The foundation was not injured by the fire. There are 18,000 bricks on 
the grounds. A building plan has been prepared by an architect in Toledo 
and will be presented to Synod, inasmuch as the building committee, upon 
the advice of the President of Joint Synod, postponed all further action to 
await the decision of this meeting. 


Our treasurer, Mr. B. 8, Otten, will report the ‘moneys in our hands

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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE PRECEDING 
REPORT. 


Your committee has in hand the feport of the Board of said 
institution. From this report we see that God’s blessing has 
rested upon our work here also in the past two years, for which 
we sincerely thank Him. 

1. We approve of the election of C. F. Theiss as professor 
in the Seminary (and also of the appointment of Prof. Fehr as 
instructor in the training school). We also approve of the elec- 
tion of Rev. Raether and Teacher Oberschulte to fill vacancies 
on the Board, 

2. The term of office of the following members has expired, 
and the places must be filled: Revs. Schuh and Raether, Teacher 
Oberschulte, and Messrs. Bruns and Otten. 

3. With regard to the rebuilding at Woodville, or the 
removal of the Seminary, your committee reports as follows: 

A. With thankful hearts we recognize the great blessing 
which the Lord has bestowed upon us through the instrumen- 
tality of the Woodville Seminary. 

B. Since, however, in the providence of God, our building 
in Woodville was burnt down, and we are now confronted with 
the question whether to rebuild in Woodville or to accede to 
petitions for its location elsewhere; Synod should take action 
upon the matter. 

C. a. Since Michigan City, Ind., has made us a good offer 
of land and money; 
b. since the congregation of said city opens to us a good 


German and English training school, which is of great : 


importance for such a seminary ; 

c. since a larger city always gives to an institution more 
and greater advantages than a smaller place; 

d. since finally, in all likelihood, as most of the teachers 
will be needed in the Northwest, Michigan City is more 
centrally located, and more easily accessible, 


Your committe resolved, with a vote of four to one, to 
recommend to Synod the removal of the Seminary to ee 
City, Indiana.

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item 1 of the report, was approved with the exception of 
that part referring to Prof. Fehr as instructor of the training 
school. 

Item 8 C referring to the rebuilding of the School Teacher’s 
Seminary was next discussed. It was this subject that called 
for an earlier convention of Joint Synod. It was but natural 
that when this matter came up for consideration, more than 
ordinary interest should be manifested by the members of 
Synod. Synod, however, has reasons to congratulate herself 
upon the amicable settlement of this troublesome question and 
to thank God for the harmonious spirit which reigned among 
her members—willing to sacrifice all personal interests and pre- 
ferences for that which seems to be best for the promotion of 
of Christ’s kingdom here on earth. 

Opinions differed as to the manner in which the subject 
should be discussed. A motion was made to deviate from the 
order of the items in the sub-committee’s report and that Synod 
proceed at once to speak of the whole subject of removal. 
It was carried. The Woodville side was, however, given an 
opportunity to present their cause first. Many and weighty 
arguments were presented by the advocates of Woodville for the 
retaining and rebuilding of the Teacher’s Seminary at this 


It must be manifest to every one that God’s richest bles- 
sing has rested upon this institution and its labors have been 
crowned with success, especially in recent years, notwithstand- 
ing the adverse circumstances under which it has labored in the 
past. If God has blessed the labors of this institution in the 
past, which none can gainsay, will He not continue to do so in 
the future? That God is with us, encourages us to go on with 
the work here. 

Nor let us forget the sainted founder of this institution, 
Father Cronenwett, who labored so zealously and perseveringly 
for a School Teacher’s Seminary at Woodville, when others 
seemingly lost all courage. To his untiring efforts we owe it to- 
day, to a greater or less extent, that we have a Teacher's Semin- 
ary, and in recognition of his faithful labors and sacrifices we 


should again build this institution at Woodville as a monument 
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of respect to his memory. When Synod resolved, not only to 
leave the Seminary at Woodville but also to erect a Seminary 
building there, the congregation at this place in good faith 
accepted the institution as its own. It would certainly be sim- 
ilar to a breach of confidence and trust to remove the Seminary, 
and Synod is therefore morally obligated to leave it here, un- 
less good and weighty reasons can be given for its removal. 
That this congregation is interested and concerned in the wel- 
fare of our Teacher’s Seminary, is evident not only from its liber- 
al contributions, but also from the gratis work done for students, 
such as free washing and mending. Besides this, the congrega- 
tion treats our students in the most hospitable manner. 


The location is another strong argument against removal. 
There is scarcely another locality in Synod where we have so many 
congregations, as about Woodville. In a circumference of not 
more than 20 miles, we have né6 less than 20 large and flourish- 
ing congregations, which are deeply interested in our School 
Teacher’s Seminary. Besides, Woodville is situated in the North- 


ern District, one of the largest and wealthiest of Synod and it is 


certainly entitled to this school. 


The financial success of the management of the Teacher’s 
Seminary speaks well for Woodville. This institution in the 
past year (the Orphan’s Home excepted) alone of all our insti- 
tutions has used less than the apportionment. This is largely 
due, no doubt to the fact, that an institution can be more cheaply 
supported in a small town than in a large city; also to the fact, 
that the surrounding congregations in the past year have con- 
tributed liberally in provisions, from products and the like. The 
advantages accruing to an institution surrounded by friendly 
congregations, dare not be underestimated. Such liberality was 
manifested also in the beginning by these congregations; that 
this was not done for some years, is as much the fault of Synod 
as of the congregations. Since the destruction of this institu- 
tion by fire, the benevolence of these people has again been 
awakened, 

Again, that Woodville is a small town does not speak against 
it, but rather in its favor. It bas all the advantages of a large 
town—being situated only a short distance from Toledo—and is 
free from the disadvantages of a city, as concerts, operas 
and theaters. Nothing speaks better for an institution than the 
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good discipline of the students; and since nathing promotes this 


discipline better than the absence of temptations, why not 
remain in Woodville? So far as the use of large libraries by 
students is concerned, it is well known how little the splendid 
libraries in the city of Columbus are utilized by the students of 
Capital University. Professors are, it is true, compelled to make 
many sacrifices in a small town, but so far as students are con- 
cerned it is only an advantage to them to be free from tempta- 
tion to spend money and eapestaliy temptations which might 
result in their moral ruin, 

Further, that we can build cheaper in Woodville than else- 
where is indisputable. $6000 insurance money, $2000 in hand 
for new building, old material valued at about $2000, $2000 sub- 
scribed by Woodville congregation, together with other sums 


promised by surrounding congregations if we build in Woodville, 


it is believed would be quite sufficient to erect a new Seminary 
building, and that too, with little or no expense to Synod. 
Then we could say in the fullest sense of the word that the insti- 
tution is ours and we would be under no obligation to outsiders 
and speculators for part of the money. 

The difficulties which have prevented the securing of a good 
training school at Woodville have recently been all removed. 
The congregation has decided to erect a new school building for 
the English department and to give this school into the hands 
of the authorities of the Seminary. This school is to be under 
the supervision of Director Mees, who shall have full power to 
arrange the school in a manner conducive to, the greatest practi- 
cal benefit for the institution. 60 pupils have announced their 
willingness to enter the school. 

The offer from Michigan City was next presented. Michigan 
City offers to Synod a building place and $5000 in cash. Synod 
is at liberty to choose among eight places, ranging from 34 acres 
to one block. The best offer for a building site in Michigan City 
is about five blocks from the Lutheran Church and is worth at 
least $4000. Since now the $6000 insurance money and $2500 in 
cash for new building can be used wherever Synod may decide, 
with the $5000 cash offer there would be fully as much available 
cash money to build in Michigan City as in Woodville. 

The congregation of Pastor J. Vollmar of Michigan City 
numbers ne less than 350 families and has three parochial 
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school teachers; a mew school-house is in progress of building 
and a fourth teacher will soon be called. Instruction is imparted 
in all classes in both the German and English languages. In 
accordance with a resolution of the congregation, this school 
can be used by the Seminary as a training sehool. The oppor- 
tunities for a good training school at Michigan City are excellent. 
The teacher for this would be supported by the congregation and 
remain in the school. This would certainly be an ideal train- 
ing school. 

Michigan City is beautifully situated at the head of Lake 
Michigan and is 56 miles from the metropolis of the West, with 
excellent railroad facilities. There are good railroad connections 
East, South and West and a railroad is being built North 
through the State of Michigan. The population of this city is 
from 12,000 to 13,000, of which the majority are Germans. It is 
a quiet city and is free from many of the evils which usually 
prevail, where the population is predominantly German This 
city enjoys all the advantages of modern improvements and 
inventions, such as water works, fire companies, electric light 
and street car lines. 

Farther, we should not overlook the fact that our Synod is 
moving Westward. Ten years ago we had no pastor West of 
Chicago, now we have over 100 Certainly our Teachers’ Semin- 
ary would be more centrally located at Michigan City. In this 
connection it is also worthy of mention, that Synod decided to 
have a Preparatory Department in connection with every insti- 
tution, as feeders for Columbus. In and about Chicago we have 
many congregations, but it is about 400 miles to Afton and 300 
to Columbus, which proves a great hindrance in obtaining 
students. Certainly we need an institution in Michigan City. 


A motion was then made to examine the arguments on both 
sides. 


It was stated that many of the arguments presented in favor 


of Woodville, would be just as applicable to Michigan City. The 
same advantages in free washing and mending at Woodville, 
would, no doubt, soon be given to students also in Michigan 
City. Nor would the temptations in Michigan City be greater 
than in Woodville, from the fact that students would soon be 
known and the same strict regulations which obtain in Wood- 
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arrangements for carrying on the school would be made by the 


ville could be carried out just as effectively in Michigan City. 
Nor can it be said with truth that a small place offers the same 
advantages as a large city, especially from a social standpoint. 
But that which argues most of all against Woodville, is the lack 
of a good training school, and it is this unquestionably that 
deserves special consideration here. The training school at 
Michigan City would be under the supervision of a regularly 
called teacher. But we have no assurance that such a teacher 
will be called at Woodville; only the promise of a new school 


building. From the very beginning the congregation at Wood- 


ville was petitioned for such a training school; six years ago it 
was promised, but only since the fire has the congregation passed 
any definite resolutions on the matter. 

True, the congregation in Michigan City does not belong to 
Synod. Many hindrances have prevented this up to this time, 
but the prospects are good for taking this step in the near future. 
That this congregation, however, is friendly disposed toward 
Synod, is unquestionable. It was also stated, that in case the 
Seminary should be removed to Michigan City, all the necessary 


congregation by the Ist of September, until the new building 
could be completed. 

With reference to Woodville, Director Mees stated that he 
intended to arrange the training school so that it would be 
entirely under his control and that he would assume all respon- 
sibility for the same. After a number of questions were asked 
and answered, Synod then proceeded to vote by calling the roll. 
The vote stood: Woodville 147, Michigan City 48, Richmond 4, 
Ann Arbor 1. The Hon. President then announced, that Wood- 
ville, having received the greatest number of votes, the School Teachers’ 
Seminary will remain in Woodville. 

Hereupon, Rev. J. Vollmar, the principal representative for 
Michigan City, heartily wished God's richest blessing upon the 
work of Synod at Woodville; and Synod in return extended a 
unanimous vote of thanks to Rev. J. Vollmar and the citizens of 
Michigan City for their good will and labors in behalf of Synod. . 

Item 3 C. of the sub-committee’s report, referring to this 


matter, was stricken out, as also that part of item 1 which was 


laid on the table, referring to the ratification of Teacher Fehr as 
instructor of the training school. In reference to the building 
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to be erected Synod resolved, that owing to the fact that the 
foundation, several of the walls and many thousand bricks could 
be used again, the Board be limited to $14,000 in the erection of 
the new building. 

Further it was resolved, that the proposition of the Board to 
build a residence separate from the Seminary for the Director be 
sanctioned, and that $2000 be appropriated for this purpose.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE PRACTICAL SEMINARY AT 
AFTON, MINN. 


The Board of Trustees of the German Practical Seminary, located at 
Afton, Minn., begs permission to report to an Hon. Synod as follows: 

The work of this institution bas been satisfactorily carried on during 
the time lying between the last meeting of Synod and the present conven- 
tion. Our dear Lord has graciously watched over our Seminary, preserving 
both teachers and students from serious illness, so that the work could be 
performed without interruption. That love and harmony, which is so nec- 
essary to success, was found among the teachers, while the diligence and 
conduct of the students was satisfactory. To God belong the praise and 
the thanks for this. 

The number of students exceeded that of the two years preceding. 
During the school-year, beginning September 1890 and ending June 1891, 69 
students were in attendance, viz: 32 in the Seminary proper and 28 in the 


Preparatory Department. Of those in the Seminary 13, having passed their 


examination, were dismissed as Candidates of Theology. During the school- 
year, beginning September 1891 and ending June 1892, 57 students attended 
the instructions. 80 of these were in the Seminary Department, the rest in 


the Preparatory Department. 10 candidates were sent forth into the ranks. 


of the ministry. It will thus be seen that since our last meeting 23 laborers 
have entered the Lord's vineyard from this institution. 

After Rev. W. D. Ahl, of Caroline, Wis., had accepted the call to the 
third professorship, extended him by this Synod at its meeting at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, he was, on the 7th of January 1891, installed by Prof. H. Ernst. 
At its meeting held June 18, 1891, the Board fixed the salary of Prof. Abl 
at $660 a year and free dwelling. 

With thanks to God and the kind donor, the Board accepted a legacy 
of $275 from Rev. J. Klindworth. It was resolved to put this money on 
interest, using this interest for the benefit of the institution. 

At its meeting held June 16, 1892, the Board resolved to present the 
constitution of this institation for examination and adoption on the part of 
Synod. This constitution is here added. 

At this meeting the needs of this N were thoroughly discussed 
and the following resolation was adopted: 
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Resolved, That we, the members of the Board of Trustees of Afton Sem- 
inary, declare that we must either build at Afton or the institution must be 
eS ae other place, and that we favor the removal of the institu- 


This matter is urgent and demands the earnest consideration of an 
Hon. Synod at its present meeting. A goodly number of young men has 
already announced their desire of entering this school this year. The insti- 
tution is, however, too small, and the hotel which was rented to accommo- 
date students is also crowded, so that a number of students were obliged to 
rent a dwelling house, paying the rent out of their own means. We do not 
consider it advisable to build at Afton, because on the one hand it is not 
well located, on the other hand there are various other reasons which speak 
against it. Besides, there have been very acceptable offers made by St. 
Paul, Shakopee and Stillwater, Minn., which a committee, composed of 
brethren of the Wisconsin and Minnesota Districts, is ready to present to 
an Hon, Synod. | 

Finally, Synod's attention is called to the fact that the term of office of 
the following members of this Board expires: Revs. H. A. Allwardt and 
J. Klindworth, and Mr. F. Bremer. Some one must also be elected in the 
place of Mr. Chr. Heuer, deceased.

STATUTES OF THE PRACTICAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY OF 
‘ THE EV. LUTH. JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND 
OTHER STATES. 


21. The main object of the Practice l Seminary of the Ev. Luth. Joint 
Synod of Ohio is the training of young men for the Gospel ministry. 


2. The confessions to which the Professors of this institution are 
held and according to which the students are to be instructed are the con- 
fessions of Synod. Synod acknowledges as such: All canonical books of 
the Holy Scriptures of both Old and New Testament as the revealed Word 
of God and the only rule and guide of faith and life; so also all the sym- 
bolical books of the Evang. Lutheran church (Concordia from the year 
1580) as the pure, unadulterated explanation of the Word of God 


MANAGEMENT OF THE SEMINARY. 


. A. Board of Directors. The Practical Seminary shall be under 
the management of a board of trustees and directors to be elected by Joint 
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Synod. This board shall consist of 4 ministers and 3 lay-mem bers. The 
term of office of the members of this board shal! be 4 years, so that 4 or 3 
members shall be elected respectively every two years. This board shall 
organize itself by electing a chairman and secretary. It shall meet at least 
once a year. Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

B President or Director. The first theological Professor shall act as 
president or Director of this Institution. 

C. Faculty. This consists of all the professors called by Joint Synod 
to labor at this institution. 


DUTIES OF THE INDIVIDUAL OFFICERS. 


24. A. Of the Board of Directors. Its duty shall be: 
1. To see that the doctrine taught in the Seminary shall be according 
to the Word of God and'the Symbolical Books of our Church; 

2. That the professors be faithful in discharging the duties of their 
office and prove worthy of the same by leading a godly life ; 

8. That all things pertaining to the entire management of the institu- 
tion be conducted properly ; 

4. To examine the books of the house-father or steward; 

5. To see to it, that all the property of the institution be kept in pro- 
per order. 

6. It shall have authority in connection with the General President 
temporarily to fill all vacancies that may occur in the board itself or in 
the faculty. 

7. Being the board of Joint Synod, it is responsible to said Synod in 
all its transactions and shall report to the same at its regular meetings or 


whenever a report concerning the condition of the Seminary is demanded. — 


B. Of the President or Director. 

The same shall not only faithfully discharge the duties of his profes- 
sorship but shall also see to it, that all the branches prescribed for the year 
be taught thoroughly by his colleagues. He has the deciding vote in re- 
ceiving or dismissing students, but should also confer with the other pro- 
fessors in such matters. He shall do all in his power that a Christian spirit 
continue to prevail in the institution. 


C. Of the House-Father. 


Besides teaching the branches given him it shall be his duty to see to 
it that the students lead a moral, Christian life, that they be diligent during 
study hours, and conduct themselves properly during recreation hours. 


As long as there is no person appointed for the stewardship, the house- — 


father shall act as steward and perform all duties pertaining thereto. 


CHANGES OF THESE STATUTES. 


? 5. With the exception of the paragraph of the confessions, all these 
statutes may be changed by Synod at any time Synod deems it necessary. 
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REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE ON THE PRECEDING 
REPORT. 


The report of the Seminary Board shows clearly that we 
have reasons to sincerely thank the good Lord for His blessing 
and for the success wherewith He has mercifully crowned the 
labors and efforts of our teachers and students during the past 
two years. 

Having carefully examined the reasons for the proposed re- 
moval of the Seminary from Afton, as well as the reasons against 
such a removal, especially those offered by the Ev. Luth. Congre- 
gation of Afton, your committee proposes the following: 

1. Resolved, that the Seminary be removed from Afton to 
Stillwater, and that the proposition of Stillwater in regard to 
said removal be accepted ; 

2. Resolved, that the so-called Cottage-plan be pursued in 
the construction of the new building; 

8. Resolved, that the following Seminary Constitution be 
approved. 


AOrTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME, 


That part of the sub-committee’s report referring to the re- 
moval of the Afton Seminary to Stillwater was first discussed. 
The reasons for removing were first presented. It was said, that 
those who are acquainted with the circumstances and surround- 
ings at Afton can have no desire to keep the institution there 
any longer. Three offers lay before Synod for our German Prac- 
tical Theological Seminary: one from Stillwater, one from Sha- 
kopee and one from St. Paul. 

1. Stillwater. Stillwater has 16,000 inhabitants, electric 
light, electric street-cars, water-works and most of modern in- 
ventions. Its principal business is the lumber trade. St. Paul 
can be reached by 25 trains per day. The location for the insti- 
tution is about 15 minutes walk from the center of the city and 
is known as the Hospes homestead. Mr. Hospes, President of 
the Board of Trade, was present in behalf of the city. The 
building itself is in splendid repair, and is surrounded by a 
beautiful grove, ornamented with beautiful flower beds and 
shrubbery. This residence together with five acres of land and 
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a cash. bonus of $5000 — worth in all about $21,000 to $22,000 — 
the city of Stillwater offers to Synod for $12,000. 

2. Shakopee. Shakopee is about 15 miles from St. Paul, isa 
town of from 2000 to 3000 inhabitants, with good railroad con- 
nections, The offer made by Shakopee was from 7 to 8 acres of 
land and $5000 in cash. | 

3. St. Paul. St. Paul, with its sister city Minneapolis, 
constitutes the metropolis of the Northwest and together have a 
population of 300,000. That it has all the advantages and im- 
provements of the present time, goes without saying. The loca- 
tion offered for the institution is in the southern part of the 
City, situated on a beautiful height, which overlooks the cities 
of St. Paul and Minneapolis and from which the beautiful falls 
of Minnehaha and Fort Snelling can be seen. It is about 200 
feet above the Mississippi river and is picturesque and beautiful. 
The financial offer is 5 acres of, land and a bonus of $5500. 

Arguments pro and con. It was stated that the congrega- 
tion in Stillwater would soon build its church near the location 
for the Seminary, while in St. Paul the church would be fully 
four miles distant. To this it was replied, that the church in 


St. Paul was accessible by electric cars on 7th Street, which pass 


the location for the institution not more than one block distant. 
Besides, it is confideMly believed that a congregation can soon 
be organized in the immediate vicinity of the institution. More- 
over, St. Paul has always been regarded by many pastors in the 
Northwest as the most desirable place for our Practical Seminary, 
but for want of an offer from this place, the brethren were com- 
pelled by force of circumstances to favor Stillwater, Since, how- 
ever, through the efforts of a member in the congregation in St. 
Paul, a splendid offer has been secured— even against hope and 
expectation—St. Paul has rapidly grown in favor. Not only the 
city itself and the splendid offer and location speak for St. Paul, 
but the want of a German institution of this kind is felt here, 
and St. Paul and Minneapolis will furnish us many students. 
And since such an institution should be situated where an oppor- 
tunity is given for mission work, no better opening can be found 
than at St. Paul and Minneapolis. After various questions were 
asked and answered, Synod then proceeded to vote by calling 
the roll on the removal of our Seminary from Afton. The vote 
stood: St. Paul 113, Stillwater 49, Afton 12. The Hon. Presi- 
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dent then announced, that St Paul having received the greatest num- 
ber of votes, the “German Practical Theological Seminary” will be 
removed from Afton to St. Paul, Minn. 

The first proposition of the sub-committee was then changed 
to read St. Paul instead of Stillwater. Hereupon Rev. Ebert 
heartily wished God’s richest blessing upon the decision of 
Synod, and Synod extended a vote of thanks to the congrega- 
tions and citizens of Stillwater and Shakopee for their kind 
labors in behalf of the institution and Synod. 


Instead of proposition 2 of the sub-committee, it was re- 


solved, that a committee, consisting of Prof. Schuette, of Colum- 
bus, Teacher Bammann, of St. Paul, Mr. Meier, of Lake Elmo, 
and Prof. Ernst, of Afton, be appointed, in connection with the 
Seminary Board, to consider the most desirable location and the 
erection of the building. It was further resolved, that no prop- 
erty be received upon conditions and that an abstract of title be 
obtained before the property is accepted. The Building Com- 
mittee was limited by Synod to $16,000. 

In accordance with proposition 3 the proposed statutes were 


read. They were adopted with few changes. 


To§ 4A 6 was added: “in connection with the General 
President.” A motion was made that the statutes be printed in 
the minutes and acted upon at the next rfeeting of Synod, that 
they, however, be in power meanwhile. 

The Board was instructed to sell the property at Afton 
whenever they deem it advisable. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SP. PAUL’S EV. LUTH. SEMINARY 
AT HICKORY, N. C. 


Dear Breruren: Since the last meeting of Joint Synod the work of 
this our Institution has steadily progressed. The number of students has 
increased, and all are, thank God, blessed with good gifts and with the right 
spirit, so far as men can judge. In the year 90— 91 the Seminary num- 
bered 12 students. At the close of that year 1 was sent out into the min- 
istry. In the year 91—92 there were 12 in the Seminary and 8 in the 
Proseminary. Two of the Seminary students were absent; one of them 
temporarily served vacant congregations, the other was absent on account of 
poor health. At the close of the last year 5 students were dismissed into 
the service of the church, and next year, we will, God willing, be able to 
dismiss 6 more. Deportment and diligence of the students were good. 
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Two years ago Joint Synod resolved to open a Proseminary department 
and to call a professor for the same. This has been done. After almost 
endless endeavors during a whole year a suitable man has been secured 
in the person of Rey. W. E. Tressel. He was, at the opening of the last 
term, installed in the presence of the Board, and has now labored for one 
year with good success. 

According to the applications received up to date, we shall have a 
greater attendance the next year, especially in the Seminary. The good 
Lord be praised for Hia protection and blessing which He has so graciously 
bestowed upon our school. He has in mercy kept from us disease and 
other evil; He has preserved unto us old friends and has raised up new 
ones, some of which have most liberally supplied the wants of some of our 
very indigent students as well as of our Institution. May the dear Lord 
bountifully remember and bless these and all other friends of our school. 

Prof. Doermann a year ago informed the Board of the absolute neces- 
sity of a more spacious dwelling for himself. However, as he did not 
desire to im pose on the Board the responsibility of the construction and costs 
of an enlargement of the old building, he assumed the responsibility him- 
self, after having informed the Board of the matter, and had the necessary 
building put up, trusting that the honorable Synod, so soon as convinced of 
the necessity of said building, will approve of it. 

Finally we desire to state that the time of service of Rev. M. L. Car- 
penter and of Mr. L. C. Huffman as members of the Board has expired.

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SEVENTH REPORT OF WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, a er 
IND., FRO SEPT. 1, 1890 TO JULY 1, 1892. 


Bless the Lord, O my soul; and all that is within me, bless His holy 
name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits.” With 
these words of the Psalmist my seventh report is herewith submitted to an 
honorable Synod, covering the principal events of the last two years of the 
Wernle Orphans’ Home We have every reason to give thanks to almighty 
God with all our hearts that He has during the 13 years of its existence so 
mercifully and wonderfully protected and blessed our Orphans’ Home; 
that it from a mustard-like seed at the beginning developed into a beauti- 
ful and strong tree under the shadow of which many children rejoice and 
the fruits of which many poor and forlorn orphans enjoy. The good work 
accomplished during these years by the Home can not be reckoned by 
figures, but all of us, however, can easily perceive and readily understand 
the inestimable good performed when we call to miod the great misery and 
degeneracy of the children both bodily and spiritually in which they lived 
before they were received in the Home. Now you behold a joyful, healthful 
and blooming band of children within the walls of our institution. During 
the 13 years of its existence the Home has received 265 orphan children, 
viz: 161 boys and 104 girls. The number of children in the Home at the 
present time is 104; viz.: 55 boys and 49 girls. Seventy-six of this number 
sttend school regularly under the direction of the well qualified teacher 
Mr. Zinsser. Instructions are given in the German and English languages. 
All branches necessary for the children to know for their earthly welfare 
are taught, but above all instruction is imparted to them in the blessed 
doctrines of God’s most Holy Word according to the teachings of our be- 
loved Lutheran Church, so that when their life is finished here they may 
attain life everlasting before the throne of God. The annual school ex- 
amination developed the pleasing fact that the house-father, who attends 
to the catechetical instructions, as well as teacher Zinsser, were exceedingly 
careful, diligent and conscientious in their work. 

The Orphans’ Home Board requests of the honorable Synod of Ohio 
and other States to grant them the authority to build a new and suitable 
school-house for the Home as soon as the money is at hand for this pro- 
ject. 

The Board furthermore requests the honorabie Synod to grant them 
the privilege to appoint or call a second teacher for the Home school. The 
classes range from the A BO to the higher studies and it is entirely too 
much labor for one person to be successful in the school work. 

Thirty children were confirmed in the last two years, to-wit: 16 boys 
and 15-girls. In the ordering of the domestic work of the Home, Mrs. 
Dora Morgenroth and 10 confirmed girls assist the house-mother in her 
labors. In garden, farm and other work about the Home one hired hand 
and two confirmed boys assist the house-father in his labor. Twelve chil- 
dren have been returned to their parents or relatives, viz. 4 boys and 8 
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girls. Since last report 14 of the children attained the age of 18 years and 
have been honorably dismissed. I! wenty-geven of previously confirmed 
children have homes in private families but are nevertheless under the 
supervision of the Board. Three young men of the Home are attending 
Woodville Seminary preparing themselves as teachers for parochial schools. 
Three other young men of the Home have entered the service of the 
Church: one as pastor and two as teachers in the schools. 


Two bright and well qualified boys in the Home would gladly enter 


institutions at Columbus or Woodville. We ask the honorable Synod this 
question: Has the Board the right by virtue of resolution adopted at Co- 
lumbus two years ago to defray all their expenses whilst studying? 

The health of the Home in the last two years has been excellent. No 
contegious diseases or epidemics made inroad in the Home> Now and then 
it was necessary for the house-father to call a doctor but in all cases of sick- 
ness the Lord gave speedy recovery. 

On the 2(th of June last a sad accident as well as the first one befell 
the Home. A promising girl of 7 years, Katie Schmidt, with three other 
girls was enjoying a swing when the post of the swing broke, striking Katie 
on her head and killing her instanily. No fault can be found with the 
management; it was an accident under the mysterious ways of God. 

The grief and sorrow of the inmates of the Home was siacere and deep 
in this calamity. Katie’s sudden death was especially sad for her mother 
who came from Ft. Wayne, Ind., to attend her funeral. On the 22nd day 
of June last Katie was laid to rest in Orphans’ Home Cemetery ; many 
members of St. John’s Lutheran Church attending the services. 

To secure better heating for the Home the “ Perfect Furnace” was 
purchased at a cost of $185, As no provision to protect the Home in case 
of fire had been made, “Fire Extinguishers” and a Hydraulic Ram” 
were also secured. The last named is remarkably cheap and conducts the 
water in line-pipes all over the house. 

The buildings of the Home are in splendid condition — à pleasing 
thought for us all. 

The house-father hes shown himself in the 13 vears of his manage- 
ment as an excellent disciplinarian and his faithful wife demonstrated that 
the interests of the Home were always first in her mind. Order, cleanli- 
ness, discipline prevailin the Home and visitors are bidden welcome. The 
mother of the house together with the larger girls attend to the washing 
and mending of clothes of both the boys and girls. A number of kind, 
Christian ladies meet monthly and assist the house-mother in the sewing 
for the Home. The farming of the land is not an easy task; 73 acres are 
under cultivation and the land yields good crops. Garden truck is raised 
abundantly for the Home and the dairy supplies sufficient milk. But let 
no one harbor the idea that on account of much labor childlike enjoy- 


ments are banished from the Home. The children have their hours for | 


play every day and in addition to this the holidays are celebrated by them. 
Sunday is kept sacred by them at the Home or by attending Church in the 
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The Orphans’ Home festival, Sunday-school picnic day cheer the hearts of 

. the children. Christmas is a grand day of rejoicing. Weeks and months 

; are used to prepare for this festival. 

| All the children at the Home are prosperous and conduct themselves 

| | x praiseworthy. Should any find a home in private families, they will cer- 

tainly prove a credit to the institution in which they were brought up. It 
is noticeable on every hand that God acknowledges His and the work He 
Di has committed to our charge.

REPORT OF PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear Breraren: During the past two years much work was done by 
the Board and by the help of God the Book Concern bas continued to pros- 
per. The business has increased to such an extent that we can confidently 
take steps toward acquiring property of our own, It is meet that we thank 
the Lord for His manifest blessing upon the work of our hands. 

1. The brethren elected as members of the Publication Board met in 
Columbus Sept. 10, 1890, and organized by choosing Rev. D. Simon president 
and Rev. J. E. A. Doermann secretary. At a meeting held May 10, 1892, 
Rev. Doermann handed in his resignation as member of the Board and the 
undersigned, who had been appointed to fill the place made vacant by the 
resignation of Rev. A. W. Werder, was chosen secretary. Rev. M. C. Hecht 
was appointed in the stead of Rev. Doermann. At the same meeting Rev. 
C. H. Rohe handed in his resignation as chief editor of the Kirchenzeitung 
on the ground of failing health. The resignetion was accepted and Prof. F. 
W. Stellborn was appointed in his stead to serve until Joint Synod meets. 

2. The Board followed the instructions of Synod with respect to the 
publication of a History of Joint Synod. Dr. Loy and Prof. Stellhorn were 
appointed to prepare the manuscript. For the following works resolved upon 
by Synod: English Liturgy, Manual for Synod, and Popular Exposition of 
the Augsburg Confession, the Board has made provisions, but has not yet 
received the manuscript. 

3. The Statutes for the regulation of the Board, which Synod asked 
the Board to prepare, are herewith submitted for consideration. 

4. We call attention to Joint Synod’s resolution, page 50, point 8, of 
minutes of last convention and state that it was impracticable to send out 
monthly statements to debtors, but that this was done bi-monthly. 

5. On June 21, 1891, the Board called the attention of the treasurer of 
Joint Synod to the fact that the Synod owed the Book Concern about $800. 
By resolution the Board is compelled to ask that the debt be paid. 
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6. With respect to the resolution of Synod pertaining to the appoint- 
ment of traveling agents, the Board states that it was unable to procure 
suitable men, but that on the other hand our publications are handled on 
commission by other houses more extensively now than formerly. 

7. We respectfully submit the following recommendations: 


a) That the itemizing of credits in our church papers be discontinued. 


b) That in view of the financial condition of our church papers, as may 
be seen from the Agent’s report, Synod again be asked to grant the 
Board power to sequre suitable advertisements for the Siandard and 
Kirchenzeitung. We hereby renew our request of two years ago and 
ask that the Kirchenzeitung be included. 

c) Since we now have room to carry a full stock of German theological 
publications, the Board has made arrangements to import such, 
and now requests the brethren of Synod to procure these books 
through our own Concern, instead of through other publication 
houses.

STATUTES OF THE PUBLIOATION BOARD OF LUTHERAN BOOK 
CONCERN OF THE EV. LUTHERAN JOINT SYNOD OF 
OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


ARTICLE I, NAME. 


The name of this board shall be, Publication Board of Lutheran Book 
Concern of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other 
States. 

ARTICLE u. MEMBERSHIP. 


The Board shall consist of eight members, three of whom sball reside 
in Columbus, Ohio. Of these members four shall be pastors, one a teacher, 
and three laymen of whom one must thoroughly understand book- 
keeping. 


ABTICLE Ill. ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 


At each biennial convention of Joint Synod the required number of 
members shall be elected for six years to fill the vacancies of those 
whose time of office has expired. 
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ARTICLE IV. ORGANIZATION. 


At its first meeting after each regular convention of Joint Synod the 
Board shall organize itself secretary and executive 


committee. 
ARTICLE V. FUNCTIONS OF THE BOARD. 


A) In general: | 

1. It shall be the duty of this Board to direct and oversee the entire 
Book Concern and its departments. 

2. A summary statement of the work and business of all the depart- 
ments together with a report of the transactions of the Board, and the full 
minutes of these proceedings shall be presented N its regu- 
lar biennial conventions. 

The President and Vice-President of Joint Synod sball, ly have 

the right in case of an emergency to call the Board to an account at any 
time. 


B) In particular: 

1. This Board shall decide on the desirability of the publication of a 
book or pamphlet, but shall not publish any book or pamphlet until the 
editing committee, consisting of the theological professors of Capital Uni- 
versity, shall have examined and approved its doctrinal character. 

2. The manuscript for school books must be submitted for examina- 
tion and criticism to the committee of teachers appointed by the general 
conference of teachers of the Joint Synod of Ohio and other States before 
the manuscripts are placed in the hands of the editing committee. 


3. The manager of the Book Concern elected by Joint Synod is 
accountable to the Board, and shall be required to make statements of the 
entire business at such times as the Board may decide. In case at any time 
between the convention of Joint Synod the manager should resign or the 
Board should remove him, this Board has the right to appoint a successor 
in office with the understanding that the appointment be approved by the 
President of Joint *ynod and that his term of office expire at the time of 
the next following convention of Joint Synod. 


4. In case a member of this Board should resiga or in any other way 
be prevented from fulfilling his duties, the Board in connection with the 
President of Joint Synod shall fill the vacancy. 


5. This Board shall meet at least once every three months. The regu- 
lar meetings are to be held at such time and place as may be agreed upon at 
the meeting immediately preceding. Special meetiags called by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary, may be held whenever it is deemed necessary. 


ARTICLE Vi. DUTI€8 OF THE MANAGER. 


1. The manager shall superintend all the departments of the Book 
Concern. 
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2. Besides the publications of Synod the manager shall keep on hand 
books in constant demand, and for books not on hand he shall fill orders 
whenever possible. 

3. He shall send out statements to all debtors once every two 
months. 

4. No credit shall be given for a longer time than six months. If after 
the expiration of six months the accounts are not settled no further credit 
shall be given except in special cases, and then only with the consent of 
the Board.. 

5. The manager shall employ all the help needed, but whenever 
additional help implies an additional expense, the fact must be reported to 
the Board at its next meeting for approval. 

6. He shall provide for the forwarding of the periodicals and minutes 
of Synod and attend to all the business and correspondence connected with 
it. 

7. The salary of the manager (as also the salaries of the foremen) 
shall be fixed by the Board.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE FOR LUTHERAN BOOK 
CONCERN. 


1. In accordance with the instruction given by Joint Synod at its last 
convention the Publication Board and the trustees of Capital University as 
the Building Committee held their first meeting June 24, 1891. At this 
meeting a special committee was appointed to look up a suitable lot. 

2. At a meeting held December 8, 1891 it was decided by the two 
boards in joint session to purchase the property located on Third Street near 
Mound, known as the Becker property, for $8000. 

8. Afterward it was however discovered that no clear title could be 
given to the Becker property, hence it was decided at a joint meeting of the 
Board held February 22, 1892 to rescind the action taken concerning the 
purchase of the Becker property and to purchase the Herbst and Foster 
property on East Main Street for $16,700 on the following terms: $6000 in 


cash, $2000 in one year, $2000 in two years, $2000 in three years, $2000 in 


four years and $2700 in five years at six per cent interest annually. 


4. Thesecuring of plans and the erection of the building was intrusted 
to an executive committee consisting of Prof. C. H. L. Schuette, Messrs. J. 
L. Trauger, F. J. Heer, J. H. Spielman, F. W. Stock and Mr. L. Brunn. 


5. The site thus purchased faces on East Main Street from the south 
and is 72 feet and 11 inches front by 1874 ft. deep. By resolution of the 
Joint Boards the western part of this lot to the depth of 80 ft. has been 
reserved for sale, if Synod decides that it should be sold, in order to cut 
down the costs. If Synod does not desire to sell a part of the lot an 
additional appropriation must be made as the costs cannot be kept within 
the thirty thousand limit. | 

6. At a meeting of the Joint Boards held April 20, 1892 it was resolved 
that the executive committee be authorized to make contracts for a building 
three stories high, cost not to exceed from $8000 to $10,000. The same com- 
mittee was also authorized to receive bids for a fourth story, but not to let 
contracts for this story until further action by the Synod. 


7. At a special meeting held June 22, 1892 Prof. Schuette offered a 
resolution differing from that under item 5 for keeping the costs within the 
thirty thousand limit. 


8. The various contracts for the building have been let, work is being 
done as rapidly as possible, and it is the expectation of the committee to 
have the building ready for occupancy by the coming fall.

Rev. Butz, Sr., be elected in his place. 


8. Recognizing the urgent necessity for a complete liturgy 
in the English language, we advise Synod to demand speedy 
completion of the work now already in the hands of the Com- 
mittee. 

4. The statutes of the Board having been presented to us 
and reviewed, we suggest the Synod's approval after satisfactory 
consideration of the following: 3 

a) We desire an explanation of the phrase: “to call the 
Board to an account” in Art. V, § 2. 

b) In addition to point g in Art. VI, which ee 
the Board to fix the salary of the Business Manager, we 
suggest the clause: “subject to the approval of the 
President of Joint Synod.” 


5. In regard to point 4 of the Board’s report we suggest 
that more explicit information be given to Synod touching the 
impracticability of sending monthly statements to debtors of 
our Book Concern. 

6. We suggest the Synod’s hearty approval of the rejection 
of itemized credits in the church papers. We recommend also 
that the credits for subscription be no longer inserted in the col- 
umns, but on the subscriber's address tab, as is done by other 
papers. 

7. We sugges the Synod’s approval of the insertion of paid 
advertisements in the Standard, limiting the — ſor ‘oo 
advertisements to 14 pages. 
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8. We suggest the approval of point 8, requesting the 
brethren of Synod to procure imported books through our Con- 
cern. We also urgently suggest that our agent be required to 
compete with other publishers in selling-price of these books, 

9. The Board has purchased property in Columbus for the 
sum of $16,700, and we would recommend the Synod’s sanction 
of the Board’s action. We propose to Synod not to build on the 
front lot, the buildings there fully answering our present wants ; 
nor do we approve of the sale of any part of the ground. 

10. After consideration of the request made by the Perry 


Co., Lutheran Sunday School Convention, asking Synod to 


publish: 

1) a graded series of lesson leaves, 

2) a paper for the little ones similar to the Seed Sower,“ 

3) a Sunday School Teachers’ Monthly Journal, 

4) a class record and 

5) a Secretary’s book, we suggest to Synod in view of our 
limited financial ability not to undertake the publication of 
the first three named periodicals, desirable as they might be; 
whilst in view of the little expense and great need we propose 
the publication of the class record and Secretary’s book. _—_. 

11. After consideration of the Augustana Conference’s 
request, your Committee suggests to the Publication Board the 
improvement of the English “ Lesson Leaves.” 

12. In the Minutes of the Board in session January 20, 91 
we find recorded the decision to publish two different editions of 
the German almanac, one containing a full list of all Lutheran 
pastors in the United States, the other simply giving a list of 
Ohio Synod pastors. We suggest to Synod that both editions be 
published as heretofore. 

13. Your Committee has also considered the Board’s recom- 
mendation of Mr. J. L. Trauger to again act as our Agent; we 
endorse the Board’s recommendation and move that F. J. Heer 

be elected as his assistant to take charge of the monies, book- 
keeping and correspondence.

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ACTION OF SYNOD ON PUBLICATION MATTERS. 


In reference to item 2 Rev. Boehme stated, that on account 
of much pastoral work and the great distance to the publishing 
house, he could not persuade himself to accept the editorship of 
the Kirchenzeitung. Yet this item was not only adopted, but 
Rev. Boehme was appointed editor of the Kirchenzeitung. 

Agent J. L. Trauger was here given an opportunity to 
report the financial standing of the periodicals of Synod. His 
report reads :

The average number printed from April 1891-92 — 6500 copies. The 
expense thereef $4875.76 — 76 cts. per copy. Received $5527.42 — 85 cts.

There were sent out 192 copies. The expense for publication $2.05 per 
copy. $178.23 were paid in, an average of 90 cts. per copy. If all subscribers 
had paid, the income would have been for 118 copies @ $2.00, $226, for 58 
copies @ $1.50, $86, total $312. Hence over } of amount is left unpaid. 


There were printed and sent out 171 copies. The expenses of publica- 
tion amounted to $2.30 a copy. $201.08 were paid in, an average of $1.17} 
per copy. Had all subscribers paid their dues, the income would have been 
for 113 copies @ $2.00 = $226, for 58 copies @ $1.50 — $86.00. Total $812. 
Hence there is an amount of $110.92 left unpaid, which is over 35 per cent. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


This report showed a deficit of about $1400 on our periodi- 
cals and created more-than ordinary interest among the brethren. 
Agent Trauger earnestly reminded Synod that some changes 
must be made with reference to our periodicals, that it is impos- 
sible to publish them at so great a financial loss. Some suggested 
that our church papers be published but twice a month. This 
idea, however, met with little sympathy on the part of Synod. 
The German brethren replied that so far as the Kirchenzeitung is 
concerned, it is yet self-supporting, although we have lost the 
large surplus of former years, and there can be no necessity in 
changing it back again to a bi-weekly. Besides, the people have 
now become accustomed to receiving the Kirchenzeitwng weekly, 
and would feel at a loss without their paper on Sunday after- 
noons. The English brethren, however, had not so easy sailing. 
The Standard is published at considerable loss, and there seemed 
to be no other recourse, either -to raise the price of the paper or 
to publish it bi-weekly. Both met, however, with strong oppo- 
sition, Fears were expressed by many, that if the price of the 
Standard be raised, we would not only lose many subscribers, but 
the loss in publishing the paper would be greater than at present. 
It was emphatically said, that the good the Standard is accom- 
plishing, can not be valued in dollars and cents. Moreover, the 
loss that is sustained at present by its publication is fully secured 
in other directions. We should never undervalue the good that 
is accomplished by our church papers, especially in awakening 
an interest for our institutions and missions. If we further con- 
sider the great deficiency of Lutheran literature in the English 
language, which can not be said in the German, the necessity of 
publishing the Standard weekly becomes all the more imperative. 
The Standard has not only always been considered by the English 
brethren as the best exponent of the pure Lutheran doctrine, but 


as the best support over against the “sects” and laxer Lutheran | 
Synods. These and other reasons influenced Synod not to 


change the price of the Standard, nor the time of publication. 
Synod, however, resolved to abolish club-rates. Further, that 
suitable advertisements be accepted in the Standard, not to 
exceed 14 page. | 

Item 8, referring to the English Liturgy, was adopted. A 
committee appointed several years ago reported as follows: 
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REPORT OF THE COMMIITEE ON THE ENGLISH LITURGY. 


We, the Committee on the English Liturgy, desire to report as follows: 

For the sake of expediency we have divided the committee appointed 
by Synod into two sub-committees. The Western Sub-committee submitted 
its work, which met with the approval of the Joint Committee. No change 
is proposed in the liturgy, which we already possess, but simply an addition 
of those forms which hitherto were lacking. These are a form for ex-com- 
munication and restoration; for adult baptism; for the installation of 
school-teachers; for the dedication of school-houses, organs, and burial- 
grounds. These new forms are either adaptations from the German or 
they have been taken from the Pennsylvania liturgy. 

The Eastern Committee, which was to consider the remainder of the 


_ liturgy, proposed to the Joint Committee the adoption of the forms in the 


Common Service in the place of the forms used by our church at present. 
This proposition was accepted by the Joint Committee only so far as 
the Collects are concerned. 
We beg leave to submit to Joint Synod the following recommendations: 
1. To make the forms compiled by the Western Committee the basis 
in the preparation of a new book of ménisterial acts. 
2. To adopt from the Common Service the Collects for all the Sundays 
and festivals in the church-year. 
3. To leave the remainder as it is in our present liturgy. 
_ 4, To appoint a committee, whose duty it shall be to study the subject 
of liturgies and to report to Joint Synod from time to time. 
5. To publish as soon as possible the ministerial acts and the Collects 
mentioned in items | and 2. O. B. Goupzs, Sec'y. 
A. Privecer, Chairman. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


It was resolved to leave this whole matter of liturgy in the 
hands of the Committee, with the power, that as soon as the 
work is com pleted, to publish the same, Further it was resolved, | 
that the three members of the committee, Revs. E. L. S. Tressel, 
E. G. Tressel and C. B. Gohdes, who could not approve of the 


remaining part of the Order of Service, constitute a special com- 


mittee, to report later, when a better Order of Service is com- 
pleted. 

In accordance with item 4, the Statutes of the Publication 
Board were read. It was resolved to consider them at the next 
meeting of Synod, that they, however, be in power meanwhile 
(Art. 2 excepted) and be printed in the minutes. —— | 
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The information asked for in item 5 was given. Owing to 
the great outstanding indebtedness to our Book Concern, being 
about $12,000, the agent was instructed to report all debtors of 
six months standing to the presidents of their respective Dis- 
tricta. 

In reference to the next item, which was stricken out, Synod 


resolved, that those receiving the minutes of Joint Synod, be 


required to defray the expenses for sending. 

Item 10 was referred to the Publication Board. 

In reference to item 13, it was resolved to refer the same to 
the Publication Board and that they act as they deem best. 

During the consideration of publication matters, Prof. E. 
Schmid handed in his resignation as assistant editor of the Kir- 
chenzeitung. It was not, however, accepted by Synod. Finally it 
was resolved, that an edition of the English Catechism contain- 
ing the Wuerttembergischen Kinder-Examen be printed. 


FOURTH BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE MISSION BOARD OF THE 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND 
OTHER STATES. 


Hoxonanl Presrpent AND Dear Breturen :—Again it is time to report 
to an Honorable Synod what has been done during the past two years in 
our Home Mission Field. Looking back, a mingled feeling of gratitude and 
regrets comes over us. Gratitude is due to God but sorrow is our desert. 
The Lord has been very good and kind to us, for He has richly blessed 
our work. We have been slow and of little faith. 

At the last meeting of Synod, we had on our list the names of thirty- 
three missionaries, now we have thirty. At that time our obligations 
amounted to $7270. At present they are $7370. Synod thought best to 
advise the Board not to go beyond $7500 per annum. This advice was duly 
seconded by experience and heeded by the Board, for we received no more. 
Accordingly the great effort, during the past two years, has been to keep down 
expenses. This was done by turning a deaf ear to all but the most important 
appeals, by making old missions stand on their own feet as soon as possible, 
and by reducing the appropriations of many of those still in our care. As 
a result, we have indeed not increased the number of missionaries, but we 
have succeeded in putting our accounts into better shape, as the accompany- 
ing tables will show. 

Owing to the necessity of acting as soon as possible on important mat- 
ters, the Board met every two weeks. 
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3 OUR FIELD AT PRESENT, 

Our most promising field is the young stats or wasuineton. Here we 


if have, in the west, Tacoma asa centre. In this city Revs. L. H. Schuh and 
. J. Willers, while not in the pay of the Board, labor faithfully in its inter- 
ests. Rev. A. Krause serves two German congregations, receiving $260 per 
annum. The lack of employment at Tacoma has been felt in the growth of 
these congregations. One of them sighs under a church-debt, and would 

be aided if the Building Fund were in a better condition.

4 Rev. G. Kuehner is laboring at Olympia and several other places. 


While this field does not raise as much towards his support as was expected, 

. the Board having about $400 to pay, there are good prospects. The field ~ 

4 needs a second man. 

, In the south central part of Washington, Walla Walla forms the centre 
* of work. Here our dear Bro. Vollmer labored with success until, in His 
i inscrutable wisdom, God permitted his health to give way to such a degree 
that he was obliged to leave his field, and to seek help in a change of 
climate. He returned to his home at Ney, Ohio, where he still tarries, 


2 awaiting the Lord's behest. Candidate A. Gillmann, of Columbus, has been 
* sent to this important field. It is expected that this field will soon be self- 
supporting. 
| In eastern Washington, Spokane Falls is the chief place. There Rev. 
i P. F. Hein has been laboring with marked success, The congregation has 


5 its own property, including a church, a parsonage and a school-house. The 
* pastor is teacher and receives from the Board four hundred and twenty 
dollars ($420). Though the congregation at Spokane is not yet as strong as 
+S might be expected, owing to financial depression in that city, it has been 
the means of bringing at least one self-suppertiog charge into existence, 
namely Davenport, Rev. Mollenaner pastor, and of starting others. In 
Spokane itself we are starting an English congregation, it being the Board’s 
conviction that, wherever it is at all possible, there should be separate organ- 
izations for the German and English interests. 


24 Ritzville and several other points are served by Rev. W. H. Kropp. 

2 The outlook is good though somewhat impaired by a failure in crops last 

year. Rev. Kropp has already succeeded in erecting a church at one of his 

1 5 Davenport, as stated above, is already self-supporting, though Rev. 

f Mollenauer was sent thither only in December of 1691. 

. Onno furnishes an interesting field. Rev. C. F. W. Allwardt was 
called to a congregation in East Portland in June 1891. Through his efforts 
openings were soon made for a man at Peninsular, a suburb of Portland. 

After due consideration, and enforced delay, the Board called Rev. C. Buech- 
; ler from Grand Island, Neb., to this field, he going thither in the early part 
of 1892. At present the congregation is building a church and parsonage, 
The prospects are good. It remains to be seen how much of the $500 
guaranteed Rev. Buechler must be paid by the Board. Rev. Allwardt is 
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serving a second post in Portland, and Rev. Buechler several near by. 
This field needs a traveling missionary. 

Ipano. Rev. P. Groschupf of Cameron has repeatedly petitioned the 
officers of the Washington District, and they in tarn the Board, for a man 
to go into the Palouse country. At a recent meeting a man was called. 
The field is very promising, requiring only $100 for one year from the mis- 
sion treasury. 

Neprasxa, Until quite recently, Rev. F. W. Gahre, who succeeded 
Rev. OC. Schaefer in June 1891, was our missionary at Glenville. Like a 
good daughter, the Glenville charge resolved to be a care of Synod only as 


long as absolutely necessary. Therefore they sent notice that they can 


comply with the Board’s request and will support their pastor. ~ 

Until called to Peninsular, Rev. C. Buechler served several congrega- 
tions near Grand Island, and Rey. G. Bohn until called elsewhere, a charge 
near Lindsay. Since their departure, Rev. Gahre has been looking after 
these fields, while the President of the Kansas-Nebraska District has 
advised the two fields to unite in calling a young man from our Afton 
Seminary. 

Kansas. In the extreme north-west of Kansas, and in several of the 
southern counties of Nebraska, lies the vast field of our traveling mission- 
ary, Rev. C. Meyer, whose home is at Herndon, Kansas. As is well known, 
this district suffered from drought. Consequently the field could not yet 
be organized into several charges, This must however be done before long. 
Rev. Meyer’s territory raises $100 of his support. 


At Tescott, Rev. Mollenauer had succeeded in working up a ene 
field. The Board thought it justifiable to send him to Davenport, Washing 
ton, and to supply Tescott with anew man. The arrangement did not prove 
a success. Consequently the field has been vacant for several months. 
Candidate Robert, of Columbus, has gone thither to take charge of the field. 
It remains to be seen how much of the support must come from the 
Board. 

At Barnes and Washington, student A. O. Swinehart, of Columbus, 
labored during the summer vacation of 1891. The result was that the Board 
could call Rey. J. L. Kibler. According to his reports the prospects are 
good. 

Mrswesora. At Afton Rev. W. L. Keller has been serving a mission 
composed largely of the Professors and students of the Afton Seminary. 
His work is evidently prospering, since he receives only $50 from the Board, 
and no other congregation in Synod sends out more missionaries ! 

At Morgan, Rev. Langholtz serves a field, receiving $100 from the 
Board. 


At Princeton Rev. Roemer serves a field. He also receives $100. 

The meagre reports from the Minnesota brethren make it impossible 
for the secretary to say more about these fields. 

Wisconsin, Rev. G. Schneider serves a field at Merril and other points. 
There are fair prospects. He receives $100 from the Board. Rev. H. Grewe 
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serves a post at Rib Falls. He also receives $109 from the mission treasury. 
Here again a lack of reports make a fuller statement impossible. 


Texas. At the meeting of Synod in Columbus, O., the Board reported 
a mission in San Antonio, The field was not hopeless, but owing chiefly to 
the great expense it entailed and to the prevalence of lodgery this work 
was discontinued, when Rev. Steinmann had been called to Fredericksburg. 
At present Rev. Grueber is serving a congregation at Kingsbury, receiving 
$260 from the mission treasury. The Texas District has repeatedly and 
urgently appealed for a traveling missionary. Evidently there is great need 
of one. The lack of suitable men and of the necessary means has thus far 
prevented the Board from taking any action in this direction. 


Micaican. In this state Detroit is our centre. Here Rev. L. A. Detzer 
serves a gradually growing congregation. By degrees the people are acquir- 
ing church-property and ability to support their own pastor. A few more 
years, no doubt, will teach this congregation to be self-supporting. It now 
yet receives aid to the amount of $800. Rev. E. Spoehr serves another 
mission. His work is showing good results. The congregation is securing 
property and is also handsomely aiding in the support of the pastor, he 
receiving only $250 from the Board. 

Rev. W. E. Schuette has charge of our English mission work. The great- 
est need in this undertaking is a centrally located church home. This must 
be provided, else every effort and every other expense will be comparatively 
useless. About $8,000 from the Building Fund would mean an English 
congregation in Detroit. Rev. A. Bergener serves a field, which is not, 
strictly speaking, a mission. He receives no support from the mission 
treasury, but the congregation has borrowed money out of the Building 
Fund. That plucky little flock can teach others. 

A few miles from Alpena Rev. C. Molthan served a congregation hav- 
ing some support from the mission treasury. Upon his resignation another 
man was called, but until now the work has not again been taken up. The 
matter is in the hands of the President of the Northern District. 


Onto. One of the oldest missions is in Dayton. For a number of 
years it was dragged around in halls, and was too weak to grow, but too 
strong to die. Under Rev. Baum’s care a church was finally built. Since 
its completion, there has been a rapid growth. A debt on the church 
absorbs much strength, which, if it could be applied for the purpose, would 
enable the brethren to support their pastor without any aid from Synod. 
The outlook in this field is very good. Rev. Baum receives $300 per annum 
from the Board. 

At Piqua Rev. P. S. Swinehart has gathered a band of our brethren. 
They have already built a church and are striving to pay for it. Rev. 
Swinehart has thus far lived at St. Paris. Recently arrangements have 
been made to enable him to live at Piqua. If the Building Fund could 


' farnish these people a few hundred dollars more, they could do much more 


toward the pastor’s support. At present Rey. Swinehart receives $300 from 
Synod. 
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At Columbus Rev. W. N. Harley is serving St. Mark's mission. This 
flock has a church, and is growing rapidly. They have a loan from the 
Building Fund and are aided to the amount of $300 in the support of their 
pastor. The prospects are such that we have every reason to expect St. 
Mark's to be a self-supporting congregation before long.— Rev. J. P. Hentz 
has recently taken charge of two missions in Columbus. The work is 
under the care of the Columbus Miesion Society, together with the Mission 
Board, the latter contributing $200. 


At Briceton Rev. G. Sutter serves a mission. Like almost all country 
missions its growth is very slow. The field still needs $200. 


At Mingo Rev. H. Ziel of Steubenville has begun work. He reports 
encouragingly, and receives $100 for one year only. 


New York. Rev. H. Kaufmann took up work at Gratwick. His 
former field at Tonawanda has become self-supporting, and is served by 
Rev. W. Witte, recently of our Seminary at Columbus. 


PenwsyLvyania. Pittsburg, South Side. Here Rey. Oglesby has, in a 
short time, gathered a congregation. By the liberal aid of some well- 
known friends in Allegheny, the congregation built a church and parsonage 
and, after only one year’s assistance from the Board, the congregation needs 
no more aid from the Synod. 

At Star P. O., a congregation had for some time received support as a 


mission station. It quietly dropped out of the list. 


Maryitanp. In this state our efforts are limited to Baltimore and its 


vicinity. Concordia congregation, last served by Rev. Rogne, has called 


candidate Golladay of Hickory. Concordia is rapidly growing in years but 
slowly in numbers. The Board pays $200 as yet, but has seriously con- 
sidered the question of either removing Concordia to some other part of 
the city or of discontinuing it altogether. 

Rev. Kurtz’s work was discontinued, owing partly to our inability to 
pay more than we had been paying for the work done there.— Rev. T. 
Johnson still serves the Negro mission. A fuller report on this work will 
be given hereafter. 


Disrrict or CoLtumpia. The congregation at Washington has become

Fund. 


InpiawA. Rev. W. H. Lehmann visited and canvassed the cities of 
Marion and Anderson, Rev. B. E. Kemmer and student Mueller of Colum- 
bus aiding him last summer.

tion and to prejudice them against those who had supported them. The 
place is still in their hands.

During the past two years Board found it necessary to send one of 
its number te Chicago, Dayton, Piqua, Detroit, Baltimore and Parkersburg. 
The expenses incurred were more than justified by the greater ease with 


which the Board could act.

The Negro work entrusted to this Board has been carried on, but it has 

not been enlarged. The treasurer of Synod’s foreign mission funds did not, 
in spite of Synod’s resolution, think it proper to pay out of the foreign 
mission treasury any money which was not especially designated for our 
Negroes. The Baltimore Conference made various suggestions to the Board. 
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Finally the Board requested that conference to send a memorial to the 
Honorable Joint Synod. This document is here given: 


Baltimore, Md., May 17, 1892. 
To roe Mission Boarp or tue Jornt or Ono: 


Beloved Brethren: The Baltimore Conference having called the atten- 
tion of the honorable Mission Board to the mission begun among the 
Negroes at Baltimore, Md. and urged the importance of calling a white 
man to take charge of the work, and in answer to our communication 
having received from you the suggestion that we prepare an account of the 
Negro work in question, setting forth its prospects, needs, etc. in such shape 
that it can be submitted to the Joint Synod at its next meeting, Richmond, 
Ind., we, therefore, members of said Baltimore Conference, beg leave to 
present for your consideration the following information and request: 


INFORMATION IN REGARD TO THE MISSION WORK ALREADY BEGUN AMONG 
THE NEGROES. 


There is a colored population of 67,326 in the city of Baltimore, and 
210,230 in the State of Maryland. Their religious instruction and training 
here, as is the case every where in this country, has been sadly neglected. 
They are living in practical heathenism right before our door. What 
religious knowledge they have, is solely of a sectarian character, and a 
very low grade at that. Many have no church connection and consequently 
no religious training. 

Up to three years ago nothing whatever was done by our Synod for 
these neglected people. A Negro Lutheran was regarded as a wonder in 
Baltimore. 

But three years ago a door was epened for us to begin work among the 
colored race at Ivy Lane, about one mile from the city limits. It is in the 
neighborhood of a thickly settled colored population. They are not tran- 
sient, but permanent settlers. 

Rey. Johnson, formerly a Baptist minister, was converted to the Lu- 
theran faith. He was taken in charge by the ministers of the Baltimore 
Conference, thoroughly instructed in the doctrines of the Lutheran Church, 
and finally ordained as minister. 

Property at Ivy Lane was secured. This property is now worth $2500. 
It consists of four acres of land, a two-story dwelling, ahd a church and 
school room combined. 

The work proper was then begun. To-day there is a congregation of 20 
members, a Sunday-school with an attendance of 50 children, a parochial 
school of 40 scholars and an orphanage with 11 children. 

The whole work is under the supervision of the Baltimore Conference. 
Rev. Johnson is pastor of the congregation and also has charge of the paro- 
—— — O He receives $25 per month from the Mission 
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He has an assistant teacher in the school, a Mr. Carter, formerly a 
teacher of a public school in Virginia. He has become a Lutheran and is 
now taking a course of instruction in the Lutheran doctrines under Rev. J 
Hoerr with the view of becoming a minister. 

Mr. Carter is paid for his services as teacher by contributions from the 
Baltimore Conference. 

The work thus far shows encouraging progress, considering the atten- 
tion it has received. But it deserves more attention. It should be pushed. 
There are many locations in and around Baltimore where work among the 
colored people should be begun at once. But how shall it be done? 

The pastors of the Baltimore Conference can not give the colored work 
the proper attention. Neither can Rev. Johnson superintend the work. 
The colored people can not yet attend to their own religious instruction and 
church government. They must first be educated and trained to it. 


Il, OUR REQUEST OR PETITION. 


1. We petition Joint Synod at her next meeting, at Richmond, Ind., to 
assume the property that has been purchased at Ivy Lane, Baltimore, Md., 
which property has an indebtedness of $1200 at 6 per cent., and on which 
there was a ground rent of $72 annually. 

2. That a missionary be called, whose duty it shall be to superintend 
the colored work of the Joint Synod in the East, attend to the congregation 
already established, have oversight of the parochial school, provide for the 
orphanage, start new missions and establish a school for the purpose of 
educating young colored men for the ministry. 

8. That the Mission Board continue the support granted Rev. Johnson. 

4. That the Synod employ Mr. Carter as teacher of the parochial

CONSTITUTION OF THE MISSION BOARD OF THE EVANGEL- 
GAL LUTHERAN JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO AND 
OTHER STATES. 


21. The object of this Board is to regulate, supervise and promote our 
home mission work and to manage the affairs of our Building Fund. 

2 2. The organization of the Board shall consist of five members 
elected by Synod for a term of six years in such a manner that at one 
meeting two, at the next meeting two, and at the third meeting one mem- 
ber is elected. After the meeting of Synod the Board shall elect from its 
members: 

a) A President who shall preside at all meetings and call extra meetings. 

b) A Treasurer who shall receive and pay Out man 
the Board. 

ce) A Secretary who shall carry on all correspondence, keep accurate 
minutes, and furnish our pastors and congregations with such data as might 
be of interest and of benefit.

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Item 4. The question was asked by the sub-committee of 
the Board why traveling missionaries cannot be secured by 
Synod. The answer was a two-fold one: the lack of money and 
of suitable and available men. Here Pastor Hummel, who had 
come all the way from Texas to secure if possible a traveling 
missionary for that field, earnestly and forcibly addressed Synod 
upon this matter. The want of a traveling missionary is felt 
especially in our Texas District. This is due to the fact that our 
pastors there, few in number, are scattered over a wide territory. 


The prospects there for mission work are good and inviting. 


Isolated as this District is, if it is to imbibe the spirit of the Ohio 
Synod, then more of our Ohio men must go there and labor. 
The very existence of this District is dependent upon this fact. 
Synod then passed the resolution to instruct the Mission Board 
to send a competent missionary to Texas as soon as possible. 


Item 5 pertaining to the appointment of a Missionary 
Superintendent was next discussed. The want of such an official 
in our Synod for systematic work, has often been felt and 
expressed. While our expenses might be increased by such a 
step, yet if considered alone from a financial standpoint, the 
office would pay for itself many times. Such a Superintendent, 


with the necessary gifts, who would give himself wholly to the 


work, would certainly be better qualified to manage, advise and 
plead the necessity of mission work than is usually the case. 
How often does it not happen to the Mission Board, that a field 
is presented as white for harvest, no doubt honestly and con- 
scientiously, which must sooner or later be discontinued. Many 
a dollar is thus lost for want of sufficient and proper informa- 
tion. Such irregularities could be remedied to a greater or less 
extent by the appointment of a competent Mission Superinten- 
dent. To this it was replied, that, our District Presidents and 
visitators are acquainted with their respective territory as 
thoroughly as it is possible for such an official to be. All infor- 
mation desired by the Mission Board could be obtained through 
them and thus save a great outlay. Besides it is no easy matter 
to secure a man with the many-sided gifts necessary for such an 
official, Further, when it becomes necessary a member of ‘the 
Board can investigate the field to be worked, as has been done 
heretofore. The following was finally adopted as a substitute for 
item 5: With reference to the appointment of a Missionary 
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Superintendent, we are of the opinion that such an officer 
should not yet be appointed, but that the Board be instructed to 


send one of their number oftener than heretoſore, or any person 


whom they may designate, to investigate mission fields. 


Instead of item 9 the following was adopted: Resolved, 
that the Constitution of Mission Board be considered at next 
meeting of Synod; that it, however, be in force meanwhile and 
be printed in the minutes. To § 2 the following clause 2 
added: with the approval of the General President 


To item 6 b. further information was asked. It was stated 
that if we are to begin mission work among the Negroes, noth- 
ing is more necessary than a place of operation and certainly no 
more inviting field than Baltimore can be opened to us. The 
good work begun and accomplished there is apparent. The 
neighborhood was morally degraded, but the change wrought © 
through the instrumentality of the Lutheran catechism is signal 
and is the common comment of the people. It was said with 
confidence that the stability of the colored people can be as 
certainly relied upon as that of the white laboring people. As 
a rule the colored people are not property owners. The people 


of our mission are principally employed in stone quarries and 
gardens. The remodeling of a flour mill into a church, school- 


house etc., bas up to the present cost the Concordia District from 
$500 to a $1000, and they feel that it is the duty of Synod to 
help them bear this burden. A mortgage on the Church ($1000) . 
and unpaid rent amounts to about $1200. With $2500 we could 
pay the debt and purchase the leased ground on which the 
Church is situated. This includes also the miller’s house. 


Item 1 B was changed and reads as follows: Resolved, that 
all the money for Jewish Missions be placed in the hands of Rev. 
Kuldell, and that he be instructed to purchase tracts and New 
Testaments in Jewish Jargon and distribute them among the 
Jews; each pastor is authorized to do the same. The reason for 
this change is a two-fold one. At present ‘there is sufficient 
money on hand to purchase Delitzsch’s Hebrew New Testament, 
Again in larger cities we have quite a Jewish population among 
whom it is also our duty to missionate by i Jewish 


literature. 


The whole report was then adopted and the Mission Board 
was instructed not to obligate itself beyond $10,000. The 
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increased interest as well as growth of missions in our Synod, 
assure us that our congregations will contribute this amount for 


this cause. All were earnestly reminded and advised to make 


faithful use of the money barrel system. The Mission Board 
was further instructed to present propositions yet at this session 
of Synod for the organization of a Board for Negro Missions.

_ REPORT OF THE GENERAL TRE\SURER FROM SEPTEMBER 
1, 1890 TO JULY 2, 1892. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


GENTLEMEN: — I have the pleasure of presenting to you 
the workings of this Treasury for the period from September 
1, 1890 to July 2, 1892. Besides giving you a financial state- 

ment, a number of Tables showing the quota of each charge or 
‘ congregation, and also the amounts sent in from the various 
charges for each year, are herewith affixed. 


I would call your attention to making a 


REVISION OF THE QUOTA, 


As it now stands some congregations or charges have sums 
apportioned them which they are unable to raise, while others 
could probably do a little more. 


THE COLLECTIONS IN GENERAL. 


As will be seen later on, the sum total of collections on 50- 
cent plan for the period from September 1, 1891 to July 2, 1892 
(namely for 10 months) is much greater than for any one single 
year in the history of Synod. This is probably due to the spe- 
cial urging on last Christmas. Enough was raised on that one 
collection to supply the Orphans’ Home for a whole year. As 
the Treasurer had only four week’s time to make a special ap- 
peal, he is of the opinion that if the same appeal is made each 
year, enough could be raised on Christmas to carry on the work 
in two Institutions for one year. I-would advise that each year 
the pastors and congregations allow the children of Joint Synod to 
raise the amownt necessary for the Orphans’ Home and let the con- 
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gregations send in their collections for the other Institutions. 
The Treasurer is positive that if an early appeal is made to the 
children $6000 will be raised by them outside of what the con- 
gregations do, and if the children have due notice of a Christmas 
collection, I am certain that they will raise seabed for the sup- 
port of the Orphans’ Home each year. 

I would also call your attention to the fact, that if each con- 
gregation will try to fill their quota each year, that Synod can 
in a few years get out of debt without any extra exertion. 

I would also state that if this Treasury had received the 
united support of all the pastors and congregations on the 50- 
cent plan, the $30,000 needed each year would have been raised. 
This is not all. WB T0-DAY WOULD BE NEARLY OUT OF DEBT. To 
prove this, please look at these figures. The first year of this 
term the Treasurer received $16,254.11, the second year $20,012 22. 
This is $23,733.67 less than should have been sent in, and which 
could have been raised if all had done their duty, The debt 
now is $28,014 95.. If the Treasurer had received the sum he did 
not get, but should have gotten, the debt to-day would be $4,- 
281.28, and all the Institutions paid up to September 1891. This 
is a true state of affairs. It must seem plausible to all, that if 
each one of the 350 congregations is in arrears on its apportion- 
ment, — which is so closely calculated to raise the $30,000 that 


are annually needed,—that we will fall far short of the mark; if 


it is not done, the Treasurer will be compelled to make loans 
and thereby increase the debt. 


ALL INSTITUTIONS SHOULD MAKE A REPORT TO THE GENERAL 
TREASURER, 


In order that the General Treasurer may give Synod a 
minute statement of all the actual receipts and expenditures 
incurred by all the Institutions, each Treasurer of the various 
Institutions belonging to Synod ought to send in a detailed 
financial,report to this department. In this way a clearer state- 
ment could be made in one report, than if each Institution 


makes its report separately. 
PROVISIONS AND CLOTHING. 


When a pastor or congregation send provisions or clothing 
to an Institution, they generally ask the Treasurer to give them 
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credit for the value of the goods sent. If the Institution that 
receives such donations would place the same value as the pas- 
tor or congregation do, it would come out all right, but in some 
instances the value placed on them is much smaller, and then 
the books of the General Treasurer will not balance with such 
Institutions. 


CHANGE OF PASTORS FROM ONE CHARGE TO ANOTHER. 


When pastors remove from one charge to another it often 
happens that for a long time no one takes their place in the for- 
mer charge, and in many such cases nothing is received from 
such charges, and the General Treasury sustains quite a loss in 
this way. This, of course, is not the case with all congregations, 
for some of them send in their apportionment through the secre- 
tary or treasurer — even if they have no pastor. 


BEGINNING OF THE TREASURY BUSINESS YEAR. 


Owing to the fact that some congregations start their year 
in October, some in January and a great many according to 
their respective district meetings, and as the General Treasurer 
starts with September 1, on account of Joint Synod’s meetings, 
the sum totals do not quite correspond with the pastor’s ac- 
counts. In some cases the General Treasurer’s sums are much 
larger, as most of the Districts meet early in the summer. We 


mention this for general information. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO CONGREGATIONS ON 50-CENT PLAN. 


Every pastor of a congregation ought to feel in duty bound 
to have every member well posted with Synod’s workings. 


' Every one familiar with them will take a great deal more in- 


terest than if nothing is ever mentioned. Let’s all talk about it! 
The more the better. The more you advertise a good thing, the 
more popular it gets. Besides, you take 350 to 400 pastors and 
see what could be done! In union there is strength! “United 
we stand, divided we fall.” Bear that in mind. You will mar- 


vel yourself and wonder in amazement at what has been done 
in two years hence if all unite to push the good work. Then 


there would be no such word as fail. 
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To REMAIN WITHIN THE APPROPRIATIONS, 


Synod ought to ask all its Institutions to curtail expenses 
so as to remain within the appropriations made by Synod. The 


General Treasurer cannot levy a special assessment as can be 


done in public affairs, nor can he even do so when not enough 
is raised for current expenses; and if Synod does not want to 
sink in a financial way, the several Institutions will have to 
comply with Synod’s resolutions. The Treasurer also believes 
that the different Institutions should try not only to remain 
within the appropriations, but if they can cut down expenses 
they should do so, and save as much as possible, especially so 
when the Treasury is empty half of the time.

SIMILARITY IN ALL INSTITUTIONS, 


The Treasurer is of the opinion that all of the Institutions 
should be run on the same plan, especially in the payment of 
salaries. The most common system is to pay according to the 
school months, and not according to calendar months. This 
gives the General Treasurer, in case he cannot pay up entirely 
at the close of the school year, a chance to do so before the open- 
ing of the new school year, otherwise he does not know how 
much each Institution is in arrears, as none make a report to 


his department. 


SHOULD BE GIVEN SPECIAL ATTENTION. 


Besides giving theological students all the advantages of a 
Theological Seminary, the Treasurer is of the opinion that the 
professors should explain the financial workings and enthuse 
them to work for Synod when they enter the ministry. This

A MERE SUGGESTION. 


One more suggestion I would be pleased to make, and that 
is, that Synod be very cautious not to undertake much more 
work than it already has. The Treasurer’s experience is this: 
whenever one of the Institutions needs money, it asks for it, 
whether the Treasury has it or not. It is a hard matter to 
refuse, and the consequence of it is, the Treasurer must borrow 
the money. It no doubt is true, that in some localities business 
men of small capital cannot carry an institution for 4 or 5 
months without getting their money. It has caused me con- 
siderable worry at times in order to send the necessary help. It 
should not be forgotten that it requires $2500.00 each calendar 
month or $3000.00 each school month to meet the expenses for 
the year. | 

Had the Kirchenzeitung been issued bi-monthly and the 
price of the Standard remained as it formerly was, the General 
Treasury would have received at least $6000 surplus in the last 
two years. As it was, nothing was received. 


REPORT OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY. 


As Treasurer of Capital University, we also submit a state- 
ment from said Institution, and add a report of the Steward’s 
Department. This is the first report of the kind ever attached 
to the Treasurer’s report. While it has taken considerable of 
the Treasurer’s time to make a statement of this kind, he feels 
satisfied that the time was well spent, and thinks it would be 
advisable if all the Institutions would make a report of this 
kind, so that every one could get an insight into the running 
expenses of the different Steward’s Departments in all the Insti- 
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tutions. That is what the people want. Let them know what 
is being done, and they will feel more disposed to liberal giving. 


WOODVILLE SEMINARY. 


The Treasurer must mention the fact that the Teacher’s 
Seminary is the only one of the Institutions (except the Or- 
phans’ Home) that has not gone beyond the appropriation al- 
lowed by Joint Synod; nay more, it has used a little over three- 
fourths; $8000 has been allowed, and $6,355.27 used, and every- 
thing paid up until September 1, 1892. It is a fact worth men- 
tioning. | 

CONCLUSION. 

Before closing this report, I can not but express my thanks 

for the general courtesy shown and for the confidence reposed in 


me in the past six years.

1. That each District Sec’y be requested yearly to send an 
accurate statement of the number of communicants of all con- 
gregations in the District of which he is secretary to the General 
Treasurer. 

2. That the Treasurer of each Institution be requested to 
send a detailed statement to the General Treasurer 4 weeks be- 
fore the meeting of Joint Synod. 

8. We note with pleasure the extra efforts made on last 
Christmas for the Orphans’ Home, ont advise that each year 
such effort be continued. 

4. That each Institution in the fature report if desired the 
value of all provisions and clothing received by them to the 

neral Treasurer and that such congregations furnishing the 
same be given the proper credit therefor. 


5. We propose to Synod that it now consider the appro- 


priations for the different Institutions. 

6. We suggest that the General Treasurer in paying the 
different Institutions distribute the amounts in proportion to 
the appropriation equally in monthly installments. 

7. That the Institutions of learning pay salaries by school 
months instead of calendar months. 

8. That the professors of our Institutions explain to out- 
going theological students the financial workings of Joint 
Synod. 
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9. That each Institution report to Joint Synod all legacies 
and special treasuries they have in charge at its next meeting. 

10. We recommend the re-election of Mr. F. J. Heer as 
General Treasurer.

V. SECRET SOCIETY QUESTION. 


The question before Synod was not the lodge question itself, 
but referred to the practical treatment of secret society members, 
especially in admitting them to the Lord’s Supper. This ques- 
tion was partially discussed four years ago, but for want of time 
it was laid on the table. For the same reason it was not taken 
up two years ago. During this time, however, four appeals were 
handed in asking Joint Synod for a final and satisfactory answer 
to this most difficult question J 

The point acted upon by Synod four years ago reads: The 
rule among us must be and ever remain that members of secret 
societies cannot be received as members of our congregations nor 
may they continue their membership or be admitted to the Holy 
Supper an indefinite length of time.” The item which was 
laid on the table and now claims the attention of Synod reads: 
Whether a member of the lodge of whom it is evident that he 
has no sympathy with their false religion, and is accordingly 
living in a sin of weakness, shall be admitted once or twice to 
the Holy Supper whilst he is being instructed on the subject of 
his error is a question that must be left to the final decision of 
the individual pastor.” (See minutes for 1888 p. 53) 

The motion was immediately made to refer this question to 
the several Districts for consideration and to act upon it at the 
next meeting of Synod. Hereupon the worthy President 
explained that perbaps he had the best opportunities to know 
how matters stand upon this point. As to the standpoint of

Synod over against secret societies there is, God be praised, per- 
fect harmony among us. Yet the question has arisen in several 
Districts, whether members of secret societies, and especially 
those having a religion, can under any circumstances be admit- 
ted to the Lord’s Supper. Here opinions differ and in this 
respect unanimity has not yet been reached among the brethren. 
This question has been twice discussed in the English and North- 
ern Districts and general unanimity was reached ; it was treated 
this year in the Western District but no unity was reached; in 


the Eastern the question is still pending discussion, and the 


western districts have not yet considered this question at all. It 
is questionable whether Synod is ripe and ready to take a stand 
at this time. It is simply impossible to reach a conclusion in a 
few hours on a question which Districts have discussed for years. 
If Joint Synod should to-day declare: “henceforth no lodge 
member shall be given Communion,” many would certainly not 
be ready to take this position and much harm might result. 
But still.some thought that a decision should be given. Asa 
rule no lodge member ought to be admitted to the Lord’s Supper, 
but there might be exceptions. God forbid that the exceptions 
become the rule. There are brethren, however, in Synod who 
feel conscience bound to admit secretists under certain circum- 
stances to the Lord’s Supper, who desire to know whether they 
have by such actions excluded themselves as brethren and mem- 
bers of Synod. Synod owes them an answer. Evidently this 
difference in practice among the brethren makes this a burning 
question. It must lead to confusion in our congregations. A 
motion was made to add the words, provided they in the mean- 
time keep aloof from the lodge. After some further discussion, 
the following was offered as a substitute for the whole matter: 


Resolved, that members of seceret societies denying Christ and 
the Christian religion be not admitted to the Lord's Supper, 
unless they have severed their connection with the lodge.” 


Here it was stated that it is a great mistake to place all secret 
societies upon the same level. Some are evidently religious 
institutions, or better irreligious institutions, while others have 
nothing to do with religion at all, and can only be regarded as 
mutual or benevolent societies To this it was replied, that 
while the distinction can justly be made, yet is very difficult to 
show people this distinction. That many secret societies, how- 
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ever, have a religion is evident, That it is not the Christian 
religion goes without saying. The Masons emphatically say: 
we have a religion of our own. But what is the character of 
that religion? Is it the religion that confesses the Triune God, 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost? No, it is one founded on deism, 
one that purposely omits the name of Christ to suit Jew, infidel 
and Mohammedan. Hence as long as people remain in connec- 
tion with these societies, though they may not personally deny 
the name of Christ, yet they certainly partake in their sin 

True, it is not an easy matter always to show people this, and 
hence it would be a great question, whether it would be right and 
advisable to forbid their coming to the Lord's Supper at once. 
By this rash course they might be lost entirely. It was stated 
on the other hand that we must deal with lodge members the 
same as with members of sectarian Churches, whom we would 
not under any circumstances permit to go to the Holy Supper 
without first instructing them. We do not claim that there are 
no Christians among secretists or in sectarian Churches. We 
claim that our unconfirmed children are Christians and yet we 
do not admit them to the Lord's Supper, because they are 
unable to examine themselves. For the same reason we must 
exclude secretists from the Holy Eucharist because their knowl- | 
edge is deficient and hence they are incompetent to examine 
themselves according to the injunction of the Apostle. Just as 
we would not give the Lord’s Supper to a sectarian, who, though 
he would admit the real presence of Christ in the Holy Supper, 
but would not sever his connection with his Church, so we should 
not think for a moment of giving the Lord’s Supper to a lodge 
member, though he may acknowledge the sin of the lodge, but 
would refuse to come out and be separate from them, On the 
other hand it was maintained that those who come in conflict 
with secret society people know how difficult it is to convince 
them of their error. We must have patience with them as with 
other weak anderring people If they are obstinate and thorough 
lodge members a decision can soon be reached, but if they 
belong only for pecuniary advantages and denounce the spirit of 
the lodge, then we must proceed with them carefully. Thus it 
appears that, though all agree in principle, yet in the practical 
treatment of special cases no unanimity has as yet been reached 
amongus For lack of time the debate waa closed and the ques- 
tion was referred to the Districts for further discussion. 
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VI.—SEVERAL COMMITTEE REPORTS, AS ADOPTED. 


A. REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON SUNDRY MATTERS. 


I. Your committee is pleased to note from a letter by Prof. 
G. Grossmann, that the Iowa Synod has declared its willingness 


to hold a colloquium with our Synod, and we move that arrange- 


ments for its accomplishment necessary on our part be immedi- 
ately made. 

II. A letter by Rev. J. Humberger was given to your Com- 
mittee, in which various propositions are made concerning the 
changing of Synod into a delegate synod, the work of our pro- 
fessors and the editors of our papers. We believe that these 
matters will receive sufficient attention in other reports. a 

III. Your Committee has in hand two offers for an Old Folks’ 
Home, one of $1500 by Rev. S. P. Long, Massilon, O., and the 
other of $7000 by Rev. H- J. Schuh, Allegheny, Pa 

Unless these offers can be combined, we move that Synod 
accept the $7000 of Rev. Schuh, and that with this sum, together 
with other monies which can be secured without special effort, a 
home for aged people be erected. 


ACTION OF SYNUD ON THE SAME. 
Item 1 was already considered in the second session. A 


letter from Rev. G. Grossmann, president of the Iowa Synod, 


was read. The following persons were appointed on the collo- 
quium committee: Prof. M. Loy, D.D., Rev. H. A. Allwardt, 
Prof. H. Ernst, Director Mees, Rev. G. F. H. Meiser, Prof. F. W. 
Stellhorn. 

With reference to item 3 it was resolved that the whole 
matter of the “Old Folks’ Home” be referred provisionally to 
the Eastern District in connection with the General President 


for action, It was further resolved to return the thanks of 


Synod to the anonymous givers. 
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One item of the report together with minutes on the same 
was placed in the archives of Synod — 

Another item was placed in the hands of a committee, to be 
chosen as follows: the protesting party is to choose one member, 
the accused party a second, and these two a third.

a. that our constitution, requiring one Vice-President only, be so 
amended, as to necessitate the election of two Vice Presidents, the 
one living in the East and the other in the West, who shall, when- 
ever desired or necessary, take the place of the President in un. 
ing the District Sy nods; 

b. that the presidents of the District Synods be appointed a dente 
to propose the time of session for every District Synod in such a 
way, that the President or his substitutes may go from one to the 
other without much loss of time 


2. We farther move that Synod make provision for a change in the Act 
of Incorporation, so that Synod is entitled to property and to have an income 
as much as is desirable or necessary for carrying on the work of Synod 

3 That our Publishing Board be made a Board of Trustees, to whom 
the property of our Book Concern is to be given iu trust for Synod.
